'Little Summit' 
Ney ^torm Five Nabbed For 
Talks Near End 


HAMILTON, Bermuda (UPI) 
—President Nixon and British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath 
neared the end of their “ little 
summit” talks today after ap­ 
parently reaching an early ac­ 
cord on mutual economic and 
monetary issues. 
The two allied leaders con­ 
ferred for two hours and 50 
minutes before breaking for 
lunch. There was no definite 
word whether they would have 
another private meeting before 
Nixon’s afternoon departure for 
Washington. 
The full U.S. and British dele­ 
gations, however, arranged for 
a final meeting together before 
ending the two-day conference. 
The signal that economic 
matters were disposed of came 
when Treasury Secretary John 
B. Connally flew back to Wash­ 
ington while the Nixon-Heath 
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morning meeting was still in 
progress. 
A British spokesman said the 
two leaders “ continued their 
review of the world situation 
and dealt among other areas 
with Europe and the Middle 
East.” 
The President and the Prime 
M inister reached general 
agreement in their discussions 
that the historic Anglo-Ameri­ 
can “ special relationship” that 
has existed since World War II 
is a thing of the past. But both 
agreed a new partnership must 
continue in the future. 


The two, after spending eight 
hours together Monday, ack­ 
nowledged that the post-war 
ties must loosen when Britain 
enters the Common Market 
next year with a new set of 
European partners. 
Their two-day meeting, with 
no “ structured agenda,” was 
the fourth in a series of sessions 
Nixon has scheduled with ma­ 
jor allied leaders in preparation 
for his trips to China and the 
Soviet Union early in 1972. 
At a black tie dinner hosted 
by Heath on the Royal Navy 
guided missile destroyer, HMS 
Glamorgan, Nixon noted in his 
formal loast that the relation­ 
ship “ which meant so much in 
1953, in 1957, and in 1971 (at 
previous U.S.-British summits 
in Bermuda) —” is not the 
same.

Subsidized 
Housing 
Rules Eased 


The San Rafael City Council 
last night dropped a residency 
requirement for the Marin 
County Housing Authority's 
subsidized housing program in 
the city but adopted a priority 
system recommending prefer­ 
ence to residents and senior 
citizens. (Another San Rafael 
City Council story, page 3.) 
San Rafael was the last re­ 
maining city in the county to 
scuttle (he residency require­ 
ment, which has been declared 
unconstitutional. 
Under the resolution adopted 
last night, preference is to be: 
given first to persons who have 
lived in San Rafael two years 
or more, then one year and 
then persons who currently live 
in the city. Senior citizens also 
are* to receive priority for the 
city’s 50 subsidized housing 
units, for which there is a long 
waiting list. 
At the suggestion of Gerald J. 
Hood, executive director of the 
Marin County Human Rights 
Commission, the council re­ 
moved a phrase from the last 
category of persons eligible for 
the housing. This group was 
changed from persons residing 
elsewhere in Mann to, simply, 
elsewhere.

Miss Coniglio arrived at the 
Patrick apartment clad in a 
bathrobe and ‘'yelling ‘fire,’ ” 
said the Patrick’s son. Michael. 
“ She said something blew up in 
her living room. It was proba­ 
bly an exploding window.” 
Firemen, who arrived to find 
flames bursting from fourth 
floor windows, brought the 
trapped people down ladders. 
“ I guess the fire got out in 
the corridor and they couldn’t 
make it,” said Fire Marshall 
Kenneth Mazza. one of the res- 
curers. “ They were very calm. 
In fact, one of the women said 
only, ‘It’s getting a little smoky 
up here.’ ” 
Many of the routed tenants 


huddled next door in the North- 
gate Convalescent Hospital, 
where nurses fed them coffee. 
Marcucci. who led a comple­ 
ment of 25 firemen and five 
pieces of equipment in the fire­ 
fighting effort, said the blaze 
“ had a real good start on us. 
Flames were just billowing out 
the windows.” 
Marcucci said the battle was 
made difficult by the fire’s en­ 
try into the attic, which the 
chief described as little more 
than a crawl space. 
“ It was inaccessible to us. 
From the roof, we had to pick a 
point where we thought the fire 
had reached. But every time we 
tried to find an opening, the fire 
had gone past us.” 
A pumper unit had to climb a 
dirt road leading behind the 
building to relay water through 
the rear of the structure. 
Marcucci said firemen con­ 
ducted an inspection of the 
building in October following a 
minor blaze in a first-floor 
apartment. 


“ Wc said at that time that if 
there was a fire here,” said 
Marcucci, pointing to the rear 
of the apartment house, “ we’d 
have nothing but trouble be­ 
cause of the inaccessibility of 
fire lines. 


“ And sure enough, we had a 
fire right here where we 
wouldn’t have wanted it.” 
The five-year-old structure, 
with a total of 40 units, is owned 
by Bellinger Realty of Castro 
Valley.

SAN FRANCISCO - Plans by 
Bay Area and state smog offi­ 
cials that are supposed to clean 
up air pollution were described 
yesterday as so vague as to be 
meaningless and so “ pitifully 
inadequate” as to warrant im­ 
mediate federal intervention. 
Speaker after speaker tore 
into the “ implementation plan” 
— required by the federal gov­ 
ernment from all states next 
month — in a hearing on it by 
the state Air Resources Board. 
Strong criticism also came 
from a spokesman for the fed­ 
eral Environmental Protection 
Agency, which can accept the 
plan, reject it and demand it be 
rewritten, or intervene and 
write a statewide plan itself. 
The last hearing on the pro­ 
posed plan will be held on Jan. 
7 in San Diego, only three days 
before a final 400-page version 
is due for completion so the 
public can viewr it before adop­ 
tion at the state board’s Jan. 19 
meeting in Sacramento. 
Because of the tight dead­ 
lines, little rewriting of the plan 
is expected, despite criticism. 
Several of the critics, however, 


said they will take their com­ 
plaints to the federal agency.

Coordinating Committee, Santa 
Clara County Medical Society , 
and Brisbane Citizens for Civ ic 
Progress. 
Speaking for the Sierra Club’s 
bay chapter, Peter H. Zars said 
the Bay Area segment of the 
plan was “ nothing more than a 
warmed-up, leftov er rehash of 
past history with future hopes.” 
He scored a host of details, 
including the placem ent of 
equipment to measure pollu­ 
tion. The measurements should 
be “ down where people see, 
breathe and liv e pollution, not 
on the well-v entilated room of 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Public 
Health (in Berkeley ), or 98 feet 
abov e Ellis Street (atop the 
district’s headquarters in San 
Francisco),” he said. 
It was Zars who suggested 
federal interv ention because of 
the d istr ic t’s prediction that 
federal air quality standards 
will not be entirely met until 
1985 — 10 y ears after the feder­ 
al deadline. 
He and other speakers urged 
that the plan be redrafted to 
include a permit sy stem to gov ­ 
ern all new air polluting facili­ 
ties, including airport runway s, 
freeway s, bridges and indus­ 
tries. 
Pollution, 
Zars 
declared, 
“ will not cure itself; it will 
require specific economic sur­ 
gery . Rampant technological 
growth is poisoning our cities, 
our country side, to the detri­ 
ment of us all.” 
Dr. Donald E. Watson of the 
Clean Air Coordinating Com­ 
mittee of Liv ermore, said the 
state board’s plan should hav e 
prov ided for tough controls on 
industrial growth to control pol­ 
lution, but instead chose “ to 
pussy foot around.” He said the 
board “ looks ridiculous by pre­ 
suming to lecture EPA on v ar­ 
ious predictions of economic 
chaos which might accompany 
growth limitation. 
“ These 
threats are v ague, 
ominous and frightening — but 
en tirely unsubstantiated. In 
fact, I believ e we are feeling 
the clumsy hand of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce here,” he told 
the board. 
Kathleen Becker of San Ra­ 
fael, speaking for the League of 
Women Voters ofthe Bay Area, 
also scored the plan for being 
too v ague.” 
Dr. Rodney Beard, a member 
of the state board’s technical 
adv isory com m ittee, urged that 
the state train 10,000 citizens as 
a “ pollution guard” to police 
enforcement controls by anti­ 
pollution agencies. Speaking for 
the Santa Clara County Medical 
Society , he objected that the 
plan ignored this need for pub­ 
lic education. 
William Crowell of the Has­ 
tings Env ironmental Law Socie­ 
ty , said that the plan had ig­ 
nored the EPA’s requirement 
that it include mandatory con­ 
trols to curtail pollution when

sued a series of directiv es in­ 
cluding one freeing students, 
laborers and peasants jailed by 
the military gov ernment. 


In a speech to the nation 
Monday night Bhutto asked the 
Pakistani people to giv e him 
time to restore the country to 
democracy . He also pledged to 
regain East Pakistan, lost in 
the 14 -dav -war with India, but 
Indian sources in New Delhi 
said this was for Pakistani con­ 
sumption. 


Bhutto’s directiv es as broad­ 
cast by Radio Pakistan includ­ 
ed: 
Sentences against students, 
laborers and peasants passed 
by y the m ilitary courts w ill 
stand remitted. 
All pending death sentences 
handed down by ordinary crim­ 
inal courts will be commuted to 
transportation (ex ile) for life. 
Whipping sentences will not 
be administered. 
G ov ernm ent officials will 
tighten measures against smug­ 
gling, hoarding and profiteer­ 
ing. 
Forbade trav el abroad by 
P a k ista n is e x c e p t stu d en ts 
going abroad for education and 
gov ernment officials. 
Ordered gov ernment minis­ 
ters and other officials to fly 
tourist class when they trav el 
abroad. 
UPI correspondent Frederick 
H. Marks, reporting from Isla­ 
mabad, said the gov ernment 
was v irtually at a standstill 
waiting for the result of Bhut­ 
to’s deliberations and consulta­ 
tions with political and military 
leaders.

Oil Spill 
Cases Out 


SAN FRANCISCO (CPU- Su­ 
perior Court Judge Ira A. 
Brown Jr Monday dismissed 
two lawsuits seeking $20 million 
from Standard oil ot California 
for the big Jan. 18 oil spill 
caused by the collision of two 
tankers. 
The suits said that Standard 
Oil should pay persons who 
aided in cleaning up the beach­ 
es and rescuing wildlife after 
the collision which caused an 
840.000- gal I on spill in San Fran­ 
cisco Bay. 
Brown said the class actions 
were impractical and each per­ 
son who had a claim should sue 
Standard Oil individually. 
Attorney Gary Near said he 
would appeal the decision. He 
filed a $12 million action. The 
other lawyer, Helen Culiner, 
said it was not known whether 
she would appeal. Her suit 
amounted to $0 million.

For the past several months a 
controversy has raged over 
whether future treatment 
should Ik * provided by a sani­ 
tary district (governed by elect­ 
ed directors), a sanitation dis- 
t r i c t 
( g o v e r n e d 
by 
rcpresenatatives of the present 
sanitary districts and cities in 
Southern Marin) or by the wa­ 
ter district itself. 
Improvement district A was 
estabiished by the water dis­ 
trict a year ago to study consol­ 
idation of the eight sewage 
agencies and is empowered by 
work only up to the point of a 
bond issue to finance consolida­ 
tion. 


The advisory committee has 
also asked the district to dis­ 
solve Improvement District A 
and form Improvement District 
B, which would hold the bond 
election and build and maintain 
collection and treatment facili­ 
ties until a consolidated sani­ 
tary agency comes into being. 
In other business the water

Promises like these are wide­ 
ly adv ertised by today ’s “diet 
doctors” and promoters of the 
cu lt of effortless weig ht loss. 
Geared to “ instant action” — a 
promise of “ something for noth­ 
ing ” — these crash cu res re­ 
liev e a person of the responsi­ 
bility to think and to make 
realistic choices. Also, little 
personal and su stained effort is 
req u ired to achiev e promised 
su ccess so one may av oid the 
self discipline and occasional 
fru stration that accompany a 
sensible weig ht redu ction pro­ 
g ram. 
Bu t 
are these weig ht loss 
schemes safe? Are they really 
a su bstitu te for ex ercise and 
proper diet? Are these schemes 
effectiv e and for how long ? 
Let’s take a look at one of the 
cu rrent “diet q u ickies” to see 
ju st how they operate. 
THE HIGH PROTEIN DIET 
— The aim of this popu lar diet, 
also known as the Qu ick Weig ht 
Loss Diet, is to produ ce a nu tri­ 
tional imbalance by u sing hig h 
protein foods, bu t with little 
carbohy drate. The dieter is told 
to “eat all the protein foods y ou 
u rant” bu t to eliminate breads 
and cereals as well as most 
fru its and v eg etables. Popu lari­ 
ty of this diet is assu red — no 
calories to cou nt — no portion 
sizes to g au g e — no choices to 
make. 


How then, y ou may , ask does 
the dieter lose weig ht? 
The all-protein eating su ppos­ 
edly allows y ou r sy stem to- 
“ bu rn u p abou t 275 more calor­ 
ies each day ” than a diet con­ 
taining a v ariety of foods. The 
idea behind this concept came 
from stu dies performed some 
50 y ears ag o in which scientists 
demonstrated that when “ pu re 
protein” was fed to animals, 
ex tra calories were req u ired to 
metabolize or “ bu rn” it. This is 
partially tru e with “ pu re prote­ 
in” . bu t protein foods also con­ 
tain either carbohy drate or fat, 
and u su ally v ery g enerou s 
q u antities of the latter, also 
mostly satu rated fats which are 
not so g ood for those concerned 
with the lev el of cholesterol in 
their blood. 


Another drawback to the hig h 
protein diet is the potential 
hazard it may present to per­ 
sons with distu rbances in kid­ 
ney or liv er fu nction or with 
diabetes. Many people may be 
u naware that they hav e these 
conditions in their early phases. 
As prev iou sly mentioned, hig h- 
protein diets are rich in satu ­ 
rated fat. u su ally also in choles­ 
terol and thu s they will be 
hazardou s to those with a pre­ 


disposition to coronary heart 
disease. 
CONTRARY TO popu lar be­ 
lief, ex cess protein is stored as 
body 
fat. 
Proteins 
in 
the 
process of dig estion are broken 
down to amino acids which if 
not needed to form new body 
protein are u sed for energ y or 
to form ex cess body fat. So 
u nless total calories are re­ 
du ced (inclu ding those from 
protein foods; or more calories 
are bu rned, du e to increased 
phy sical activ ity , loss of fat and 
hence of body weig ht will not 
take place. 
Diet frau ds are nearly as 
prev alent as diet fads. “ Mag ic 
pills,” “inflatable clothing ” and 
“effortless ex ercises” — all of 
them adv ertised as the q u ick 
and easy su bstitu te for sensible 
weig ht redu ction. 


DIET PILLS — Diu retics and 
amphetamines accou nt for the 
major ty pes of “diet pills.” The 
former accomplish only a loss 
in water, not fat, and while the 
latter may cu rb the appetite 
temporarily , the body bu ilds u p 
a resistance and hig her doses 
are soon req u ired for the same 
effect. Both diu retics and am ­ 
phetamines may hav e seriou s 
side effects, particu larly w'hen 
combined with other dru g s as 
they are in the so-called “ rain­ 
bow” diet pills.

HOW IT STARTED 
When Mathe played the hand 
at four hearts, West led the 
king of clubs and continued 
with the jack of clubs.

West played the nine of 
hearts, a natural but fatal er­ 
ror, and Mathe went right up 
with dummy’s king of hearts 
since West surely had the ace 
for his strong bidding. Declarer 
then cashed the top spades, 
discovering that the suit broke 
evenly. 
END FLAY 
The stage was now set for the 
end play. Mathe led a heart 
from dummy, forcing West to 
take the lead with the ace. If 
West now returned a diamond 
(regardless of what West had in 
that .suit), declarer would get a 
free finesse; if West led a club 
(the only other possibility), 
South would ruff while dummy 
got rid of a diamond. 
Either way, declarer would 
not have to lose a diamond 
trick.

Pianist Excites 


College Audience

By ROBERT M. NESS 
nolughly disciplined Col lego 
serious firs! part of the pro 
of Marin Community Orches­ 
tra, conducted by John Myers, 
performed a demanding slate of 
work s Sunday night before a 
capacity audience at the col­ 
lege’s Fine Arts Theater. 


Pianist Carole Castro Mauia 
provided the most exciting per- 
formance of (he evening with 
fhe Shostak ovich Piano Concer­ 
to No. 2. The concerto is not 
very interesting by itself. Its 
meandering octave passages, 
d rab orchestral accom pani­ 
ment, and 
'Autumn Ijoaves”- 
lik e super-romantic slow move­ 
ment were actually elevated 
beyond their worth by virtue of 
Miss Mania’s vigorous perform­ 
ance. 


In the two allegro m ove­ 
ments, she play ed with extreme 
clarity and sharp rhy thm ic 
drive. In the slow movement 
she liquefied the natural per­ 
cussiveness of the instrument. 
She received a well deserved 
standing ovation for an electri­ 
fy ing performance. 
The highlight for the orches­ 
tra was Grieg’s three selections 
from “Sigurd Jorsalfar.” This 
unasham edly rom antic work 
was rich in expressive play ing. 
T he 
s tring s 
re a lly 
cam e 
through with a deep rich sound 
and widely varied dy namics. 
The instrumental solos by cell­ 
ist Jan Gauder and horn play er 
Kevin Omi were especially ex­ 
quisite. 
Weber’s “ Oberon Overture” 
followed by Mozart’s “ Haffner 
Sy mphony ” occupied the more 


gram. It was immediately ob 
vious that this orchestra had 
extended considerable effort in 
the preparation of this concert. 
Both of these work s are ex­ 
tremely difficult, especially for 
the strings. Though intonation 
problems were minimal and 
some very nice rhy thmic sub­ 
tleties came through, the per­ 
formance suffered a lack of 
spontaneity and vigor. 
This was most pronounced in 
the Mozart. The lack of varia­ 
tion in dy namics coupled with a 
rather heavy texture resulted in 
a forced performance. 
Conductor My ers chose to de­ 
part from tradition by utilizing 
the whole string section rather 
than cutting it down to the 
customary chosen few. 
At the expense of a more 
transparent texture and more 
precise intonation, he provided 
every string play er with the 
opportunity to face the de­ 
mands of Mozart.

J4 REAGAN VETOES 
Birth Control 
Bill Rejected 


SACRAMENTO (tIPI) - For 
the second consecutiv e y ear, 
Cfov . Ronald Reagan has v etoed 
legislation tx 'rmitting doctors to 
prescribe birth control dev ices 
for teen-aged girls without par­ 
ental consent. 
Reagan made the announce­ 
ment 
Monday when he also 
re()orted v etoing 1-1 other m eas­ 
ures including pay raises for 
state workers, highway patrol­ 
men and forest firefighters. 
The gov ernor ax ed the m eas­ 
ure by Sen. George M.socne, D- 
San Francisco, calling for a 
$26 .S m illion~5 })er cent—pay 
hike for civ il serv ants. 
The 
measure said the legislature 
would hav e to raise tax es to 
prov ide the money . 
In his v eto m essage, Reagan 
said the $501 million tax bill 
ena cted by la w m a kers this 
month did not include the funds 
for the pay raise. He said it 
would be a “ cruel hoax ” on the 
employ es to sign a bill when no 
money is av ailable. 
He said there was “ no ques­ 
tion that state employ es war­ 
rant a cost-of-liv ing increa se,” 
and re(X)rted he would include 
funds in nex t y ea r’s budget for 
salary increases. He did not say 
how much. 
The gov ernor also v etoed a 
$5.4 million bill by Moscone, a 
potential contender for gov er­ 
nor in 19 7 4, which proposed a 6 
per cent pay raise for highway 
patrolmen. 
“ Under the circumstances I 
cannot single out these em ­ 
ploy es for a salary increase 
when our fiscal resources do 
not permit salary increases for 
the m a ny equa lly deserv ing 
employ es we hav e in other oc­ 
cupations,” Reagan said in his 
v eto message. 
He cited similar reasons for 
v etoing a $1.8 million bill by 
Sen. Donald Grunsky , R-Wat- 
sonv ille, which proposed a 6 per 
cent pay raise for firefighters 
of the state Div ision of Forest­ 


ry . 
The bill, Reagan noted, con­ 
tained a prov ision activ ating 
the increase only if tax rev e­ 
nues prov ided sufficient funds. 
Reagan said such funds were 
not 
forthcoming and that it 
would be “ inequitable” to grant 
a firefighters’ increase and not 
increase the salaries of other 
state employ es, too. 
He v etiX'd a controv ersial bill 
by Sen. Anthony Bi'ilenson, D- 
B ev erly H ills, which would 
hav e permitted minors under 18 
to secure—without their par­ 
ents’ consent — contraceptiv es 
and birth control pills. He v e­ 
toed a similar bill last y ear on 
ground it might lead to sterili­ 
za tion of teen-a gers without 
their parents’ knowledge. 
Reagan said approv al of the 
Beilenson measure “ would re­ 
mov e parental consent for care 
related to the prev ention of 
pregnancy for all those under 
age 18—a group that includes 
thousands of persons who are 
still children in ev ery sense.” 
He said remov al of a parent’s 
consent and guidance “ can only 
result in further deterioration 
of the family unit to the detri­ 
ment of the child and society in 
genera l.” 
A second Beilenson bill, di­ 
recting the state to establish 
m a x im um perm issible sta n ­ 
dards for noise caused by ma­ 
chinery , equipment and appli­ 
ances. also was rejected. 
He said it would force Califor­ 
nia manufacturers to comply

Some Highlights 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -H e r e 
are highlights of the reappor- 
tionrnent plans passed by the 
legislature.

If both Houses’ plans are 
v etoed, reapportionment proba­ 
bly will find its ultimate solu­ 
tion in the courts.) 
CONGRESS 
California gains fiv e new con­ 
gressional sea ts because of its 
population growth the past dec­ 
ade. The sea ts will increase the 
sta te’s congressional delegation 
from 38 to 43. 
The new rea pportionm ent 
plan, its sponsors say , permits 
each major party to win two 
new sea ts apiece, with the fifth 
up for grabs. 
The toss-up district includes 
western 
Kern County , 
Kings 
County and small portions of 
San Luis Obispo and Santa Bar­ 
bara counties. 
The district will hav e about a 
54 per cent Democratic v oter 
registration edge, but the area 
has v oted Republican in past 
elections. 
Mav erick GOP Rep. Paul N. 
McCloskey of San Mateo must 
choose betw'een his current 
area, rev ised to become heav ily 
Democratic, or more into a 
new, unfamiliar but Republican 
district including Santa Clara, 
Sa nta Cruz counties and a 
small 
section of San Mateo 
County . 
The third new district is 
carv ed in central U)S Angeles 
with a heav y Democratic v oter 
registration and a 49 per cent 
black constituency . 
Torra nce, which had been 
div ided by an earlier proposal, 
will be included in the district 
of D em ocra tic Rep. Charles 
Wilson. Palo.s V\*rdes will re­ 
main in the district of Republi­ 
can Rep. Alphonzo Bell. 
The fourth new district will 
be creatt*d in San Bernardino, 
R iv erside and Los A ngeles 
counties with a predominately 
Democratic registration. 
The fifth district w'ill include 
parts of Orange and San Diego 
Counties—including the West­ 
ern White House at San Clem­ 
ente— and hav e a firmly estab­ 
lished 53 {K*r cent Republican 
registration edge. 
SENATE 
Designed to maintain, accord­ 
ing to sfwnsors, the current 21- 
19 Democratic majority at least 
through 19 7 4, when Democrats 
could pick up another seat. 
A predom ina tely M ex ican- 
American district in East Los 
Angeles w'ouJd be created with 
a 83.1 iK?r cent Democratic reg­ 
istration edge, l^he district was 
carv ed from areas of incum- 


bents and would not come up 
for election until 19 7 4. 
R ep u b lica n S en s. M ilton 
.Marks of San Francisco and 
Peter Bhhr of San Rafael will 
be thrown together and must 
challenge each other for politi­ 
cal surv iv al. Northern Califor­ 
nia had to surrender a seat to 
the south, w here popula tion 
grew faster. 
Sen. Howard Way , R-Ex eter, 
was giv en the most ex pansiv e 
and rearranged district under 
the Sena te’s reapportionment- 
plan. Way will represent such 
div erse areas stretching from 
Bridgeport in northern Mono 
County to Pismo Beach ic San 
Luis Obispo county and Needles 
in the .Mojav e to Carmel along 
the scenic coast. 
Sen. Robert Stev ens, R-Los 
Angeles, will hav e a district, 
ex tending more than 40 miles 
up the coast beginning at Palos 
Verdes and ex tending north to 
Simi Valley and Camarillo in 
Ventura county . Segments are 
merely a block wide. 
THE ASSEMBLY 
D esigned to in crea se the 
Democratic majority from the 
current 42-37 to H-;36 after nex t 
y ea r’s election. There currently 
is one v acancy in what is con­ 
sidered a safe Republican dis­ 
trict in San Diego. 
One Democrat and two Re­ 
publicans would be eliminated 
under the plan.

Ken Cory of Garden Grov e has 
been drawn to wind through 
Orange County and resembles 
an unsolv ed jigsaw puzzle.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Most Scalp Hair Seldom Grows 
For Longer Than Six Years 


Hair grows m cy cles. Approx imately 10 per 
cent of all hairs are in a resting (telogen) 
phase that lasts from two to three months. 
The hair tx ’comes lighter in color and may 
fall out, but the root remains dormant. In 
contrast, the growth phase la sts much longer. 
Most hairs on the scalp seldom grow for 
more than six y ears. /Vn ex ception is the 
woman with hair ex tending down to the waist. 
Considering that hair grows at a rate of three- 
hundredths inch }x *r day . this must represent 
at least 15 y ears of growth. 
IT IS well-known that hair 
growth is impairtx l under condi­ 
tions of ill health and general­ 
ized disease. Stmie indiv iduals 
al.so hav e scalp hair with a 
short life cy cle pnx lucing a 
greater turnov er of hair. 
There are 1(X),(XX) hairs on the 
av era ge scalp. .And — some 
truth to the sta tem ent tha t 
when the leav es begin to fall in 
Oetobt'r, so d(^s the hair. The 
normal person sheds an av er­ 
age of 100 hairs a day — less in 
the summer than in the winter. 
Telogen hairs are ea sily iden­ 
tified. When pulled out, the nx )t 
end is small and club shaped. 
The shaft is thinner and lighter 
because pigment dtx 's not ex ­ 
tend 
into the root area. 
In 
contrast, the bulb of a growing 
(anagen^ hair is surrounded by 
an ex tensiv e translucent sheath 
(u n le ss 
broken 
off 
w hen 
plucked) that is fully pigment­ 
ed. 
THE HAIR is dea d from 
scalp to tip. But as a tulip, it 
grows from a bulb or root that 
gets its nourishment from un­ 
derly ing blood v essels. It grow’s 
best where the “ soil” (scalp) is 
healthy . 
Pulling out a hair usually 
changes the growth cy cle. If a

The brand o n C alifo rnia’s 
new state tax sy stem, enacted 
by the Leg islature at its special 
sessio n, is the brand o f Marin- 
So no ina Assembly man William 
T. Bag ley . And the sy stem 
deserv es a tho ro ug h lo o k. 
Mo st o f it was co ntained in 
rev enue bills that Bag ley intro ­ 
duced last y ear and ag ain this 
y ear. Partisan po liticking was 
larg ely to blame fo r the lo ng 
inactio n. When the Leg islature 
adjo urned its 1 97 1 sessio n with­ 
o ut acting o n tax es. Go v . Ko n- 
ald Reag an called it back. The 
first bill befo re it was Bag ley ’s 
measure. This time it passed, 
quickly . 
It is labeled ‘‘tax refo rm,” 
and it is — to an ex tent. It also 
was heralded as o ffering “ tax 
relief,” and it do es — to a 
smaller ex tent. 
THE “ REFORMS“ are these: 
Withho lding — Starting Jan. 
1 , Califo rnians’ state inco me 
tax will be withheld, after the 
manner o f the federal tax . 
State withho lding wo n’t bite to o 
deeply , at first. Whether it do es 
later will depend larg ely o n 
ho w clo sely we watch o ur leg is­ 
lato rs, and what kind we elect 
to o ffice. 
Minimum inco me tax — Citi­ 
zens who se earning s o therwise 
are ex empt fro m state inco me 
tax will hav e to pay a 2 
Vz per 
cent lev y as a minimum tax . 
(This will make sure that Go v ­ 
erno r Reag an himself do es no t 
escape ag ain.) 
“ So ak the rich” — An 11 per 
cent tax bracket is added fo r

The packag e will bring faster 
flo wr o f mo ney into state co ffers 
and make po ssible a balanced 
state budg et. 


IT SHOULD be bo rne in 
mind, ho wev er, that this latter 
applies o nly to the current fis­ 
cal y ear. Unless the state takes 
a mo re realistic lo o k at its 
spending in 1 97 2, the budg et fo r 
the fo llo wing y ear will require 
ano ther tax increase.

SACRAMENTO — Today a qu ick les­ 
son in political science — the science of 
“ How To F eather a N est.” 
t If y ou ’re a tax pay er, y ou shou ld be 
interested. You su pply abou t 80 per cent 
of the feathers. 
C alifornia's legislativ e retirem ent sy s­ 
tem is the m ost generou s in the nation. 
You r friendly corner legislator has seen 
to that. 


U nder the sy stem , a legislator m ay 
retire at 6 0, or after 20 y ears in office, 
and receiv e tw o-thirds of his legislativ e 
salary — abou t $12,8 00 a y ear, or more. 
When he dies, his widow receiv es one- 
half of his pension as long as she liv es. 


There are also periodic cost-of-liv ing 
adju stm ents. That way he won’t hav e to 
worry abou t inflation. 


E ach legislator contribu tes $76 8 a y ear 
as his share of the retirem ent fu nd. That 
is 4 per cent of his $19 ,200 annu al salary . 
T ax pay ers chu nk in $5 for ev ery $1 the 
legislators pu t into the fu nd. By contrast, 
state, civ il serv ice employ es m atch the 
tax pay er dollar-for-dollar on their retire­ 
m ent fu nd. 


If a legislator was a Iate-bloomer in 
politics, he m ay retire at 6 0 after only 
fou r y ears in office. His annu al retire­ 
m ent benefits in that case wou ld ru n 
abou t $3,100 a y ear for the rest of his life.

The good-by e gift: any incu m bent with 
fou r y ears in office, regardless of age, 
becam e im m ediately eligible for retire­ 
m ent benefits if his day s at the capitol 
.were ended, or ev en threatened, by 
reapportionm ent. If he w ere defeated in 
his new district, or if his old district were 
abolished, or if he ju st qu it, he cou ld 
retire, and receiv e an early retirem ent 
bonu s. 
The bonu s works like this. Su ppose a 
42-y ear-old assem bly m an with 10 y ears in 
office qu its the legislatu re becau se of 
reapportionm ent. His pension starts im ­ 
m ediately at $7 ,7 00 a y ear. Du ring the 
nex t 18 y ears, u ntil he reaches 6 0, his 
early retirem ent bonu s will total $138 ,7 00. 
From age 6 0 on, his retirem ent benefits 
continu e. If he liv es to reach 70, those 
will total another $7 7 ,000 — plu s cost of 
liv ing adju stm ents. 
TH ERE WAS AN ATTEM PT — to 
reform all that in 106 9 bu t incu m bents 
w ere protected by a grandfather clau se. 
Which m eans that any legislator affected 
by the 19 72 reapportionm ent can still get 
in on the act and enjoy those early 
retirem ent benefits. 
T here’s a snag, thou gh. A legislator 
m u st ex ercise his retirem ent option in 
19 7 2, or forfeit his early retirem ent bo­ 
nu s. 
A ssem bly m an F rank L anterm an, K-La 
Canada, a v eteran of 22 y ears in office, 
w ants to rem ov e the snag. His AB 2329 
wou ld giv e legislators a perm anent v est­ 
ed interest in the early retirem ent option. 
Assem bly m an William T. Bagley , R- 
San Rafael, was chief hu ckster for the 
bill. He argu ed that m any legislators 
m ight retire in 19 72 if they had to choose 
between stay ing in office or taking the 
im m ediate retirem ent bonu s option. B ag­ 
ley predicted a hu ge brain drain. 
T hat line doesn’t do mu ch for me. 
Mr. L anterm an’s bill is on the gov er­ 
nor’s desk.

Planning Commission. I feel com pelled to 
com m ent on a letter pu blished in y ou r 
“ W hat Ou r R eaders Say ” colu mn on Dec. 
13, su pporting the com m ission’s rejection 
of the Larw in Co. su bm ission to constru ct 
224 u nits in Bon Air. 


I v oted for the su bm ission on the 
recom m endation of the L arkspu r plan­ 
ning staff and the city ’s architectu ral 
rev iew board. I was also u nder the 
im pression that ou r new planning con­ 
su ltant was not opposed to the proposal. 
In m y opinion, the Larw in plan w as legal 
in all respects and was rejected by three 
of m y colleagu es on w hat I feel w ere 
their personal v iews ra the r than the laws 
u nder which we operate. 


I consider it m ost inequ itable for the 
com m ission.. . to accept city laws as a 
gu ideline and then to deny approv al to an 
applicant who has abided by these laws 
and, m oreov er, has modified his plans to 
follow the recom m endations and restric­ 
tions of ou r adv isers. 


In the letter su pporting the rejection, 
com m ent was m ade abou t schools, sew­ 
ers, city serv ices and cars. These com ­ 
m ents presented the m a tte r in an u nfair 
light. 


Av erage daily attendance in the Kent- 
field School D istrict, and particu larly in 
the G reenbrae School, has dropped below 
that anticipated when the schools w ere 
bu ilt and is su bstantially below capacity . 
The im pact of the proposed dev elopm ent 


on schools and other serv ices xwill be less 
than ou r present zoning allows, as the 
projected nu m ber of dwelling u nits is 20 
per cent u nder the m ax im u m density 
perm itted. Sewer facilities, according to 
L arkspu r’s staff, are adequ ate to take 
care of the proje c t.. . 


The im pact of the additional cars on 
the su rrou nding streets has been, in m y 
opinion, ex aggerated. This dev elopm ent 
is v ery su itably situ ated for traffic circu ­ 
lation, as it has two av enu es of easy 
access to Sir F rancis D rake Bou lev ard 
and one to Sou th Eliseo Driv e. This 
shou ld tend to distribu te the traffic load 
and ease the bu rden on any indiv idu al 
street. 


In su m m ary , I v oted in fav or of the 
Larw in proposal becau se I felt that the 
env ironm ental im pact wou ld be m inim al. 
A esthetically , the project is far su perior 
to the ex isiting dev elopm ents in Bon Air. 
The dev eloper v olu ntarily redu ced the 
popu lation density of his project below 
tha t ex isting any w here else in Bon 
A ir .. .

Risk Of New Middle East 
War Increases As Year Ends 


JERUSALEM - As the day s pass 
tow ard the end of this tu rbu lent y ear, the 
risk of w ar in the Middle East increases. 
With the Egy ptian forces on a fu ll alert, 
Israeli intelligence, which is v ery good 
indeed, pu ts the chances at 6 0-40 for a 
renewal of fighting that might not be all- 
ou t w ar bu t the kind of sporadic fire that 
m arked the w ar of attrition. 
The lou d, angry noises from Egy ptian 
President Anwar Sadat sou nd as thou gh 
a fou rth conflict between Arab and Isra­ 
eli is inev itable, He had prom ised that 
19 71 wou ld be the y ear of decision. Ou t of 
Cairo v ia the grapev ine comes the follow­ 
ing: 
WHAT ALTERNATIVE does Sadat now 
hav e? He m u st see to it that a law is 
passed ex tending 19 71 for at least six 
months. 
F or Israel the alternativ e is what it 
w as in 19 48, 19 56 and 19 6 7. That is, 
readiness to fight to defend the lands 
w here m ore than 2,500,000 Jews hav e 
been gathered in from all ov er the world. 
No one dou bts that Israel wou ld be 
v ictoriou s again, ev en thou gh, if it be­ 
cam e all-ou t war, at a mu ch greater cost. 
The new threat com es at a tim e when 
dom estic trou bles pile u p. Rising costs, 
inflation, the hou sing shortage, the heav y 
bu rden of tax ation, the agitation of the 
O riental Jew s who in the farthest ex ­ 
trem e call them selv es Black Panthers — 
all 
these create tensions in what is 
theoretically peacetim e in Israel. 
W hether Sadat and his generals are 
adding all this u p to a conv iction that 
Israel is weak and, therefore, it is tim e to 
strike weighs heav ily in the balance 
between w ar and peace. That wou ld be a 
grav e m istake, for the history of the past 
25 y ears show that the Israelis hav e a 
rem arkable capacity for u niting in the 
face of an ex ternal threat. 
T hat is as tru e today as in the past, 
and the qu estion is one of credibility in 
the mind of President Sadat. He m u st 
weigh the accou nts of internal difficu l­ 
ties, probably ex aggerated in the telling, 
and at the sam e tim e equ ate this with the 
consequ ences of the India-Pakistan war. 
ISRAELI NEW SPAPERS report the 
P akistani charge that the Sov iet Union 


su pplied India with SAM 3 grou nd to air 
missiles more adv anced than the SAM -s 
already cm placed. There is ev en the hint 
that Ru ssian pilots fly ing adv anced ty pe 
planes might do the sam e thing lor Egy pt 
in a new w ar with Israel. 
Bu t the belief widely held here is that 
Moscow wants to av oid another Middle 
E ast conflict and is u rging restraint 011 
Sadat. 
The cost 
to 
the 
Ru ssians of 
su staining Egy pt with its ev er-increasing 
bu rden of popu lation and pov erty is great 
ev en thou gh Sadat claim s to be pay ing 
hard cu rrency for m ilitary m aterial. 
Moreov er, President Nix on’s v isit set for 
early May is a deadline of sorts. To get 
inv olv ed in a conflict of indeterm inate 
length with still another bloody nose of 
Egy pt wou ld pu t an end to the detente — 
a SALT agreem ent on nu clear weapons, 
increased trade, a Eu ropean secu rity 
conference - that Moscow is promoting. 
The heroine in the Israeli dram a is the 
tireless form er Milwau kee schoolteacher, 
Prim e M inister Golda Meir. While she 
m ay not hav e brou ght the additional 
Phantom fighter-bombers back in her 
shopping bag as she jokingly said when 
she took off for Washington, no one 
dou bts that in her long talk with P resi­ 
dent Nix on she got the assu rance that the 
m ilitary balance in the Middle E ast 
wou ld be m aintained w ith A m erican 
weapons, sold to Israel and with economic 
aid to ease the pains ot an economy in 
which 25 per cent ot the gross national 
produ ct goes for defense. 
DEPUTY PRIM E MINISTER Yigal 
A Hon say s that the balance m u st not only 
be m aintained bu t mu st be seen. Golda, 
as high and low’ all call her, is liv ing 
proof that it is su stained — a fact of first 
im portance to this Jewish state liv ing in 
a sea of A rabs. 
Su rrou nded as she is by brilliant, hard- 
driv ing m ilitary men su ch as Allon and 
Defense M inister Moshe Day an, she is 
the u ndispu ted leader holding together 
powerfu l riv al factions. As she knows fu ll 
well, peace is the deep desire of her 
people, and she m ay be m ore su ccessfu l 
than the other woman prim e m inister, 
Indira Gandhi, in av erting still another 
war.

Soviet Union Appears Principal 


Winner In India- Pakistan War

LONDON (UPI)—'The real v ictor in the 
Indo-Pakistan conflict is the Sov iet Union 
in the opinion of diplom atic sou rces here. 


R u ssia stands deeply entrenched in the 
Indian su bcontinent w ith newly won polit­ 
ical influ ence, a claim on India and the 
possibility of an ev en firm er hold on the 
newly ^ em erging Bangla Desh, already 
proclaim ed a “Peoples R epu blic” and 
aw aiting im m inent Sov iet recognition. 


The sov iets also hav e the prospect of 
firm er bases or “facu lties” (as Moscow 
prefers to call them ) in the Indian Ocean 
area. 


WHAT IS EV EN MORE telling, diplo­ 
m a tic sou rce s he re believ e, is the 
triu m ph of R u ssian influ ence ov er 
Chinese in the sensitiv e sphere of the F a r 
E ast w here Peking has been seeking a 
dom inant place. 


In a first assessm ent of the consequ ­ 
ences of the Indian w ar against Pakistan 
and the la tte r’s partial dism em berm ent, 
diplom atic sou rces here pointed ou t that 
the fu ll im pact will become known only 
after som e tim e has elapsed. 


The K rem lin has not mov ed into the 
are a ov ernight, bu t to all appearances 
has laid the fou ndations for its political 
v ictory . 
Fiv e y ears ago Moscow acted as the 
peacem aker in the Indo-Pakistan conflict 
and em erged with enhanced prestige.

'Little Summit' 
New storm Five Nabbed For 
Talks Near End 


HAMILTON, Bermuda (UPI) 
—President Nixon and British 
Prim e Minister Edward Heath 
neared the end of their “little 
sum m it” talks today after ap­ 
parently reaching an early ac­ 
cord on mutual economic and 
m onetary issues. 
The two allied leaders, con­ 
ferred for two hours and 50 
m inutes before breaking for 
lunch. There was no definite 
word whether they would have 
another private meeting before 
Nixon’s afternoon departure for 
Washington. 
The full U.S. and British dele­ 
gations, however, arranged for 
a final meeting together before 
ending the two-day conference. 
The signal th at econom ic 
m atters were disposed of came 
when Treasury Secretary John 
B. Connally flew back to Wash­ 
ington while the Nixon-Heath 
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morning meeting was still in 
progress. 
A British spokesman said the 
two leaders “ continued their 
review of the world situation 
and dealt among other areas 
with Europe and the Middle 
E ast.” 
The President and the Prim e 
M in iste r re a c h e d g e n e ra l 
agreem ent in their discussions 
that the historic Anglo-Ameri­ 
can “special relationship” that 
has existed since World War II 
is a thing of the past. But both 
agreed a new partnership must 
continue in the future. 


The two, after spending eight 
hours together Monday, ack­ 
nowledged that the post-war 
ties must loosen when Britain 
en ters the Common M arket 
next year with a new set of 
European partners. 
Their two-day meeting, with 
no “structured agenda,” was 
the fourth in a series of sessions 
Nixon has scheduled with m a­ 
jor allied leaders in preparation 
for his trips to China and the 
Soviet Union early in 1972. 


At a black tie dinner hosted 
by Heath on the Royal Navy 
guided missile destroyer, HMS 
Glamorgan, Nixon noted in his 
formal toast that the relation­ 
ship “which meant so much in 
1953, in 1957, and in 1971 (at 
previous U.S.-British summits 
in Bermuda) —” is not the 
same.

Housing 


Rules Eased 


The San Rafael City Council 
last night dropped a residency 
requirem ent for the M arin 
County Housing A uthority's 
subsidized housing program in 
the city but adopted a priority 
system recommending prefer­ 
ence to residents and senior 
citizens. (Another San Rafael 
City Council story, page 3.) 
San Rafael was the last re­ 
maining city in the county to 
scuttle the residency require­ 
ment. which has been declared 
unconstitutional. 
Under the resolution adopted 
last night, preference is to be: 
given first to persons who have 
lived in San Rafael two years 
or more, then one year and 
then persons who currently live 
in the city. Senior citizens also 
are to receive priority for the 
c ity ’s 50 subsidized housing 
units, for which there is a long 
waiting list. 


At the suggestion of Gerald J. 
Hood, executive director of the 
Marin County Human Rights 
Com m ission, the council re ­ 
moved a phrase from the last 
category of persons eligible for 
the housing. This group was 
changed from persons residing 
elsewhere in Marin to. simply, 
elsewhere. 
Councilman John A. Miski- 
men, who said he did not want 
the old favored over the young 
and poor said “ we have substi­ 
tuted something worse” for the 
original residency requirement, 
voted against the resolution.

Flames were confined 
to the top floor and attic of the 
stucco and wood dw elling, 
known as Park Towers, but 
Marcucci said the rest of the U- 
shaped building suffered heavy 
water damage. 
Total dam age was estimated 
at $50,000. Cause of the fire was 
unknown. 
The blaze broke out shortly 
before 5 a.m. in the apartm ent 
of Joyce Coniglio, 26. She 
aroused other tenants on the 
fourth floor, pulled an alarm 
and ran to the third floor to 
notify the m anagers, Robert 
and Madge Patrick. 
“ I just woke up,” said Miss 
Coniglio. “ It was all burning 
around the heater. I just rang 
on doors.” 
Miss Coniglio arrived at the 
Patrick apartm ent clad in a 
bathrobe and “yelling ‘fire,’ ” 
said the Patrick’s son, Michael. 
“ She said something blew up in 
her living room. It was proba­ 
bly an exploding window.” 
Firemen, who arrived to find 
flam es bursting from fourth 
floor windows, brought the 
trapped people down ladders. 
“ I guess the fire got out in 
the corridor and they couldn't 
make it," said Fire Marshall 
Kenneth Mazza, one of the res- 
eurers. “They were very calm. 
In fact, one of the women said 
only, ‘It’s getting a little smoky 
up here.’ ” 
Many of the routed tenants 


huddled next door in the North- 
gate C onvalescent H ospital, 
where nurses fed them coffee. 
Marcucci. who led a comple­ 
ment of 25 firemen and five 
pieces of equipment in the fire­ 
fighting effort, said the blaze 
“ had a real good start on us. 
Flames were just billowing out 
the windows." 
Marcucci said the battle was 
made difficult by the fire’s en­ 
try into the attic, which the 
chief described as little more 
than a crawl space. 
"It was inaccessible to us. 
From the roof, we had to pick a 
point where we thought the fire 
had reached. But every time we 
tried to find an opening, the fire 
had gone past us.” 
A pumper unit had to climb a 
dirt road leading behind the 
building to relay water through 
the rear of the structure. 
Marcucci said firemen con­ 
ducted an inspection of the 
building in October following a 
m inor blaze in a first-floor 
apartm ent. 


“ We said at that time that if 
there was a fire here,” said 
Marcucci, pointing to the rear 
of the apartm ent house, “ we’d 
have nothing but trouble be­ 
cause of the inaccessibility of 
fire lines.

here 
w here we 
wouldn’t have wanted it.” 
The five-year-old structure, 
with a total of 40 units, is owned 
by Bellinger Realty of Castro 
Valley. 


Plans To Clean up 
The Air Under Fire

SAN FRANCISCO - Plans by 
Bay Area and state smog offi­ 
cials that are supposed to clean 
up air pollution were described 
yesterday as so vague as to be 
meaningless and so “ pitifully 
inadequate” as to w arrant im ­ 
mediate federal intervention. 
Speaker after speaker tore 
into the “implementation plan" 
— required by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent from all states next 
month — in a hearing on it by 
the state Air Resources Board. 


Strong criticism also came 
from a spokesman for the fed­ 
eral Environmental Protection 
Agency, which can accept the 
plan, reject it and demand it be 
rew ritten , or intervene and 
write a statewide plan itself. 
The last hearing on the pro­ 
posed plan will be held on Jan. 
7 in San Diego, only three days 
before a final 400-page version 
is due for completion so the 
public can view it before adop­ 
tion at the state board’s Jan. 19 
meeting in Sacramento. 
Because of the tight dead­ 
lines, little rewriting of the plan 
is expected, despite criticism. 
Several of the critics, however, 


said they will take their com­ 
plaints to the federal agency. 


Much of the strongest criti­ 
cism was aimed at the segment 
of the plan drafted by the Bay 
Area Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict.

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Empire-Builder Roy Disney Dead 
BURBANK (UPI) — Roy 0. Disney, whose 
behind-the-scenes business acumen built an enter­ 
tainment empire on his brother Walt’s talent, 
died yesterday at 78. 
Roy Disney inherited the Disney 
entertainment empire, and was its 
chief moving spirit, following the 
death of Walt Disney in 1966. His 
title was chairman of the board and 
chief executive officer, but his real 
function, as he saw it, was keeper of 
the wholesome spirit that Disney 
created. 
He pushed through creation of the 
$300 million Disney World Development in Orlan­ 
do, Fla., and devoted himself to keeping the 
business financially successful. 
He did not try to fill his creative brother’s 
shoes. 
In the early years Walt drew the pictures and 
Roy worked the cameras and kept the books. 
They parlayed an original $790 stake into a multi- 
million-dollar business.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) has reversed itself and 
given the green light for use in 
pet food of 2 million pounds of 
sperm whale meat previously 
embargoed because of hazard­ 
ous mercury content. 
Kalcan Foods, a California 
firm, imported the whale meat a 
year and a half ago from Japan 
and put it on ice. 
The FDA tested it, found mer­ 
cury content above the level 
deemed hazardous and seized it. 
Last week a special assistant 
to the FDA said the whale meat 
could be used after all, but said 
the finished pet food could con­ 
tain no more than 5 per cent 
whale meat. 


Chevalier Health 


PARIS (UPI) - The health of 
ailing French entertainer Maur­ 
ice Chevalier, 83, is “worri­ 
some,” Necker Hospital said 
today. 
A medical bulletin issued by

Gillette, 26, serving two years 
for violating Selective Service 
laws. 


Doctors Wasted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gov­ 
ernment auditors said today 
many doctors, dentists and nurs­ 
es in the military are being 
wasted on administrative duties 
despite a critical national shor­ 
tage of medical professionals. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice (GAO) said there would be 
more time for patient care if 
administrative, command and 
other duties were assigned to 
qualified nonprofessional per­ 
sonnel. 
In a report to Congress, the 
GAO said a defense department 
study found that revised work 
practices and use of dental 
assistants could increase pro­ 
ductivity of dentists by more 
than 40 per cent.

Surcharge 
Lifted, But 
No Refunds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Treasury Department says the 
10 per cent surcharge on im­ 
ports, which increased the cost 
of foreign cars and many other 
products used by Americans, 
would be lifted immediately but 
there would be no refunds. 


A Treasury spokesman said 
the surcharge would not have to 
be paid on any goods in transit 
to the United States, clearing 
customs or being removed from 
bonded warehouses for deliv­ 
ery. If the surcharge had al­ 
ready been paid on those prod­ 
ucts, however, it will not be 
refunded, he said. 


That meant it might be sever­ 
al days or weeks, even months, 
before prices of any foreign 
goods are lowered to reflect 
removal of the surcharge. 


Under President Nixon's new 
economic program, importers 
were allowed to pass on the 
cost of the surcharge to custom­ 
ers in the form of price increas­ 
es. 


Nixon announced removal of 
the surcharge shortly after a 
m eeting with British Prim e 
Minister Edward Heatii in Ber­ 
muda Monday. 


Pub Owner Is Latest Victim 
Of Downtown Belfast Bombings 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI)—Bombs ripped through 
downtown Belfast today for the 
second straight day, underscor­ 
ing extremist vows to reduce the 
capital to “a pile of rubble by 
Christmas,” the army said. 
An army spokesman said pub­ 
lican Jack Lavery was killed 
when a blast demolished his pub, 
Lavery’s Bar, on the Lisburn 
Road in the city center. The 
three-story 
building suffered 
structural damage. 


Another explosion tore the 
front out of a bicycle shop on 
King Street, several blocks 
away, the spokesman said. No 
injuries were reported.

Lavery’s death brought to 205 
the number of persons killed in 
two years of fighting in Northern 
Ireland involving the province’s 
Roman Catholic minority, Prot­ 
estant majority, the British 
Army and the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA). 


The IRA has vowed to reduce 
Belfast to “a pile of rubble” by 
Christmas in revenge for alleged 
brutality by British troops ques­ 
tioning persons detained as sus­ 
pected IRA members. 


Monday 13 explosions, seven 
in the downtown shopping area, 
scattered Christmas shoppers 


and damaged buildings. Seven 
persons were injured, none seri­ 
ously, the army said.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. says 
it has taken corrective meas­ 
ures at its nuclear power plant 
on Humboldt Bay because of 
safety regulation violations 
pointed out by the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission. 
A PG&E spokesman also said 
Monday that the two violations 
pointed out by the AEC did not 
endanger anyone and that pro­ 
cedures have been corrected to 
put the plant in compliance 
with regulations. 
The violations came to public 
attention in a Wall Street Jour­ 
nal article concerning safety 
complaints made by Robert J. 
Rowen Jr., a plant technician 
who was fired by PG&E. 
Rowen was discharged after 
writing the AEC saying that 
there were 49 violations at the 
Humboldt County plant. 


One violation that PG&E said 
was corrected involved permit­ 
ting an employe into an area in 
which the monitoring was inad­ 
equate for determining the pos­ 
sibility of radioactive dust. 
The other was the failure to 
give two departing employes a 
report on their exposure to ra­ 
diation.

(om m iision rejected a develop­ 
er 8 proposal yesterday to place 
3<> new apartment and town- 
house units on a Tamalpais 
Valley site previously designat­ 
ed for 45 units. 
Jn tossing the Villa Marin 
Development proposal out, the 
commission voted 5-to-i to limit 
development on the site to a 
maximum of 90 units. Commis­ 
sioner John F. West, voting 
against the motion, maintained 
that figure was still too high. 
As outlined hy architect Nor­ 
man T. Gilroy of Mill Valley, 
the Villa Marin proposal would 
have placed a combination of 
townhouse and apartment units 
on about two acres of the 7.5- 
acre site located on Tennessee 
Valley Road near Shoreline 
Highway. 
The remaining area — made 
up mostly of a forested hillside 
would be left as open space, 
he said. 
Gilroy argued that the site — 
adjacent to another apartm ent 
development — has been desig­ 
nated for high density residen­ 
tial use since 1958 and that a 
great need exists for such hous­ 
ing in Marin.

Last month a m ajority of co­ 
op members voted to merge 
with the North Bay Milk Pro­ 
ducers in Petaluma, which also 
supplies products to Challenge 
Foods, and have formed their 
own trucking system. 
Toby Giacomini, who has op­ 
erated Toby’s Trucking for the 
past 20 years, said he plans to 
rem ain at Point Reyes Station 
through next summer and keep 
his hay business, but has to let 
about 22 drivers go.

It was Zars who suggested 
federal intervention because of 
the d istric t’s prediction that 
federal air quality standards 
will not be entirely met until 
1985 — 10 years after the feder­ 
al deadline. 
He and other speakers urged 
that the plan be redrafted to 
include a permit system to gov­ 
ern all new air polluting facili­ 
ties, including airport runways, 
freeways, bridges and indus­ 
tries. 
Pollution, 
Zars 
declared, 
“ will not cure itself; it will 
require specific economic sur­ 
gery. R am pant technological 
growth is poisoning our cities, 
our countryside, to the detri­ 
ment of us all.” 
Dr. Donald E. Watson of the 
Clean Air Coordinating Com­ 
m ittee of Livermore, said the 
state board’s plan should have 
provided for tough controls on 
industrial growth to control pol­ 
lution, but instead chose “ to 
pussyfoot around." He said the 
board “ looks ridiculous by pre­ 
suming to lecture EPA on var­ 
ious predictions of economic 
chaos which might accompany 
growth limitation. 
“ These threats are vague, 
ominous and frightening — but 
en tirely unsubstantiated. In 
fact, I believe we are feeling 
the clumsy hand of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce here,” he told 
the board. 
Kathleen Becker of San Ra­ 
fael, speaking for the League of 
Women Voters ofthe Bay Area, 
also scored the plan for being 
too vague.” 
Dr. Rodney Beard, a member 
of the state board’s technical 
advisory committee, urged that 
the state train 10.000 citizens as 
a “pollution guard” to police 
enforcement controls by anti­ 
pollution agencies. Speaking for 
the Santa Clara County Medical 
Society, he objected that the 
plan ignored this need for pub­ 
lic education. 
William Crowell of the Has­ 
tings Env ironmental Law Socie­ 
ty, said that the plan had ig­ 
nored the EPA’s requirement 
that it include mandatory con­ 
trols to curtail pollution when 
contamination reached danger­ 
ous levels. 
He also criticized emission 
controls on 1972 cars, predicting 
most citizens will fail to follow 
the necessary 29 maintenance 
steps every 6,000 miles. 
The statewide portion of the 
plan was targeted for special 
criticism by Richard S. Gaines 
of the Sierra Club’s Loma Prie- 
ta chapter. The plan conceded 
that federal carbon monoxide 
standards will be met by the 
1975 deadline in all but four of 
the state’s air basins, he noted, 
but he added that more than 90 
per cent of the state’s popula­ 
tion lives in these four basins. 
The spokesman for the feder­ 
al agency, Terry Stumph, testi­ 
fied that the Bay Area segment 
of the plan failed to make sense 
as part of an effective state 
plan. He said a “ significant 
omission” in the Bay Area seg­ 
ment was its failure to consider 
controls to meet the 1975 dead­ 
line on oxidants. 
Two spokesmen for industry 
assured the board of their sup­ 
port for the plan, but warned 
that tougher air pollution con­ 
trols could hurt them and, in 
turn, the economy. Robert G. 
Trevorrow, vice chairman of 
Lone Star Industries, operator 
of 26 cement, concrete and ag­ 
gregate plants in the state, 
urged “ the maximum forbear­ 
ance in the severity of the 
regulations, as well as the time 
allotted to industry for compli­ 
ance.”

Bhutto Names Aide,

Ordered government minis­ 
ters and other officials to fly 
tourist class when they travel 
abroad.

2-Member Panel Picked 
For Merger Discussions 


In its long overdue Marin 
County debut. Madi 
Bacon’s 
San Francisco Boys Chorus 
presented an extraordinary pro­ 
gram yesterday afternoon to an 
audience of about 200 people in 
the Fine Arts Building Theater 
at College of Marin. 
This chorus of 40 boys be­ 
tween the ages of 8 and 13 is 
one of the Bay Area's most 
competent vocal groups. 
Yesterday 's performance was 
a beautiful demonstration of the 
breadth of their abilities. The 
two-hour program ranged from 
a 13th Century motet to contem­ 
porary folk songs — all sung 
without a sheet of music. 


From tlui outset communica­ 
tion 
between director Bacon 
and the choir was phenomenal. 
C larity of tone, trueness of 
pitch, and balance of ensemble 
were the tools of expression. 
Miss Bacon rarely conducted in 
the formal sense, but would 
make occasional spontaneous 
motions to bring out expressive 
passages. A subtle hand motion 
turned into a delicate lilt in a 
phrase, while a clenched fist 
turned into a powerful vocal 
forte. 
Along with the choral work, 
several of the boys performed 
solos of an amazing profession­ 
al quality. 


Soprano Gary Levy has an 
exceptionally beautiful, clear 
and strong voice with an inter- r 
pretative m aturity that defies | 
his years. With eloquent sotto 
voce passages, extended cres­ 
cendos. and careful rhythmic 
phrasing, his performance of 
M ozarts ’ Laudato Dorn mum" 
was truly magnificent. 
Pianist David Sigal. who also 
accompanied the chorus, per­ 
formed two solo works by Cho­ 
pin and Dohnanyi 
Chopin’s 
Scherzo in B Flat Minor is an 
acrobatic work that requires 


considerable ability just to get 
through. Sigal went far beyond. 
He plays cleanly and makes a 
lot out of dynamic contrasts. 
His rubatos were always subtle 
and consistent. On the large 
scale, it was a remarkably ma­ 
ture performance. 
B rad Brennan and Lenny 
Kelm, with their guitars, as 
sisted the eleven E nsem ble 
Singers as they created individ­ 
ual holiday moods — "Doing 
their own thing” as Miss Bacon 
put it 
Folk songs like "Go tell it on 
the mountain ”, and "When the 
spirits sing”, nearly had the 
audience involved in a very 
exciting sing-in. 


In its 21 years of existence, 
the San Francisco Boys Chorus 
has graduated over 1,000 boys, 
who besides their voice training 
have had extensive instruction 
in theory, sight singing, harmo­ 
ny, and composition along with 
conducting, languages, diction, 
and acting. 
It is a remarkable group. I 
hope we will be honored by 
more return engagements. R.X.

For the past several months a 
controversy has raged over 
whether future treatment 
should be provided by a sani­ 
tary district (governed by elect­ 
ed directors), a sanitation dis- 
t ri ct 
( g o v e r n e d 
by 
represenatatives of the present 
sanitary districts and cities in 
Southern Marin) or by the wa­ 
ter district itself. 
Improvement district A was 
estabiished by the water dis­ 
trict a year ago to study consol­ 
idation of the eight sewage 
agencies and is empowered by 
work only up to the point of a 
bond issue to finance consolida­ 
tion. 


The advisory committee has 
also asked the district to dis­ 
solve Improvement District A 
and form Improvement District 
B, which would hold the bond 
election and build and maintain 
collection and treatment facili­ 
ties until a consolidated sani­ 
tary agency comes into being. 
In other business the water 
district board will act on an 
application from the Ross 
Grammar School for a land use 
permit to allow the school to 
use a portion of an old district 
pumphouse for an ecology 
study center.

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Club Given Time 
To Solve Parking 


The San Anseimo Pj arming 
Commission last night gave the 
Lion's Share, a rock nightclub, 
60 days to present solutions to 
inadequate parking. 
The commission also said it 
would use that period to look at 
the effectiveness of the club’s 
new approach to late night van­ 
dalism on neighboring side 
streets. 
The club at 60 Red Hill Ave­ 
nue, has drawn neighbors’ com­ 
plaints that its music is too 
loud, its patrons som etim es 
loud and partying on nearby 
doorsteps and that parking 
spaces for residents’ guests are 
preempted. 
A fter a lengthy discussion 
last night, the commission set­ 
tled on a requirement of "about 
50 parking spaces" to lie prov­ 
ided on and off-street by the 
Lion’s Share. 
The club’s maximum capaci­ 
ty is 150 and often on weekends 
it is filled, according to the 
clu b ’s ow ner M ichael Consi- 
dine. 
Attorney Hadden Roth, repre­ 
senting Considine, said he 
would negotiate with Atlantie- 
Richfield for use of the nearby 
ARCO service station’s 25 extra 
parking spaces. 


Roth questioned the "50 or 
spaces" that the commission 
had come up with at a previous 
meeting, because Roth said the 
ordinance only requires about 
20 — one per 100 feet of the 
club’s 2,900 feet. 


C om m issioner Phillip Hei- 
necke said because of the num­ 
ber of people attending, an ex­ 
ception should be made. 


Roth also told the commission 
and two Forbes Street residents 
that a security guard, hired by 
the Lion’s Share, would patrol 
the area on weekends perhaps 
alleviating vandalism in the 
area. 


Ellen Abernathy of 22 Forbes 
— around the corner from the 
club — said youths would wake 
her in the middle of the night, 
after the club had closed, with 


screams and partying. In the 
morning. Mrs. Forbes said, she 
would find beer cans and wine 
bottles discarded on her lawn. 


Roth said there was no com­ 
plaint the last two weekends 
when the security guard was on 
duty. Roth also said that the 
loud music was only bother­ 
some when the club’s doors 
were open.

The Petaluma City Council 
stalemated last night in nego­

Petaluma 
Swim Club on cost sharing for 
winter use of the municipal 
swim center. 


A council committee recom­ 
mended the swim club be per­ 
mitted use of the pool in Janu- 
ry, February and March if it 
pays utility bills estimated at

“ Medicine is a wonderful ca­ 
reer for women. Parents should 
rear daughters with the idea 
that there are opportunities for 
women in many different types 
of work. Whatever interests a 
girl is a field she should go 
into.” 
That is the view of Catherine 
Cline Pike, M i). 
When Doctor Pike came to 
Marin in 1945 she was the 
county’s second pediatrician. 
Dr. Anne Brady was first. 
“ I made house calls from 
China Camp to Olema and Sau- 
salito to Novato. You never 
thought of asking anyone to 
bring a sick child out in the 
cold; we thought it too danger­ 
ous. 
“ I remember going out to 
give a penicillin shot and send­ 
ing a technician to the home to 
take blood tests. I made many 
a house call with my four little 
boys and a dog in the back of 
the station wagon,” she said. 
Pediatrics was difficult to do 
part-tim e then; if a child was 
acutely ill parents wanted their 
fam iliar pediatrician, she said. 
Mothers brining well babies 
to Doctor Pike for checkups 
often wanted to talk about their 
older children’s problems. But 
pressures, interruptions and 
emergencies left little time for 
counseling. 
“ An emergency like a child 
faking a bottle of aspirin or 
cuts that had to be sutured 
would occur and off I ’d go,” she 
said. 
WHEN HER fourth son was 
born in 1951, Dr. Pike limited 
her practice to pediatric coun­ 
seling, practicing part-tim e. 
She was also a Well-Child Con­ 
ference physician for M arin 
County Health Department and 
guidance consultant for San Ra­ 
fael City Schools. In 1966-67 she 
had a psychiatric fellowship at 
University of California Medi­ 
cal Center. 
Doctor Pike, assistant clinical 
professor of psychiatry at the 
university’s Medical School in 
San Francisco, works with the 
departm ent of ambulatory and 
community medicine teaching 
medical students in the field of 
sex education in public schools, 
family planning and, with Dr. 
H erbert Vandervoort, develop­ 
ing a course on sexual prob­ 
lems in medical practice. For­ 
m er electives, these courses 
are now taken by all medical 
students. She also works with 
the obstetrics and gynecology 
d e p a rtm e n t on p s y c h ia tric 
problems of pregnant and sur­ 
gical patients. 
H er students w ork as re ­ 
source teachers on family life, 
sex and drug abuse education 
in San Francisco public schools, 
showing films on human repro­ 
duction to parents before they 
are shown to children, and an­ 
sw ering questions about the 
program . They develop skills in 
public speaking and are a cata­ 
lyst to make teachers more 
comfortable when teaching stu­ 
dents these subjects. 
“ Sex education is alw ays 
done in the home and school. 
Sometimes it is a negative edu­ 
cation by silence and reprov­ 
a l,” Doctor Pike said. 
At the Planned Parenthood 
Association her medical stu­ 
dents observe, attend seminars, 
assist in clinics and participate 
in pregnancy counseling. 
SHE ALSO counsels families 
in which there are emotional 
behavior problem s, working 
with children, adolescents and 
adults at her Ross home, where 
she has lived for 20 years. 


She tries to help parents and 
adolescents understand each 
other. 
It 
is hard to be an 
adolescent because the world is 
a complicated place, 
Doctor 
Pike said. Children often have 
parents who are not sure of 
what they believe. One task of 
the adolescent is to look again 
at all values a young person 
has been taught by parents, 
church and community, shake 
them up and develop his or her 
own scale of values. 


There are too few places for 
the adolescent in society. He is 
too often a consumer, not a 
worker or contributor, indus­ 
trialization, urbanization and 
increasing population have 
made it difficult to find ade­ 
quate opportunities for him to 
contribute, according to Doctor 
Pike. 


When she counsels women, 
Doctor Pike encourages them 
to avoid the “empty nest’’ prob­ 
lem by keeping up adult inter­ 
ests during their ch ild ren ’s 
childhood so they can expand 
them later. The broader a wom­ 
a n ’s interests, the more she can 
contribute to marital compan­ 
ionship. Doctor Pike praises the 
trend of women s involvement

in adult education and volun­ 
teer, community and political 
activities. 
For some women with young 
children, one day is too much 
like another. When their chil­ 
dren reach nursery school age, 
some women will find it re­ 
warding to work. Quality of 
time a mother spends with her 
children is more important than 
quantity as long as loving su­ 
pervision is supplied in her 
absence, says the pediatrician. 
DOCTOR PIKE received her 
medical degree from U.C. in 
1943, 
when som e hospitals 
would not take a woman intern. 
Now part-time medical work is 
possible. Opportunities for con­ 
tinuing medical training are 
abundant and medical school 
can be finished in five years 
instead of four. 
R efresher 
courses are available. 
‘‘Many of the medical and 
drug procedures used now were 
not even discovered when I was 
in medical school,” she said. 
The doctor shares with her 
husband, San Francisco invest­ 
ment broker Peter Pike, enthu­ 
siasm 
for 
cam ping, 
snow 
shoeing and traveling. Their 
sons are grown. Peter Jr., 28, in 
business in Switzerland, plans 
to sail his 26-foot boat from 
England to the United States to 
settle in San Francisco. Alan, 
26. a Kenya bush pilot, is inter­ 
ested in Africa's livestock prob­ 
lems and zoology. Drummond, 
23, works for the Center for 
Community Change in Washing­ 
ton, D.C. Bruce, 20, of San 
Rafael, accompanied his moth­ 
er in 1965 when she joined Drs. 
R ichard Hahn and M ichael 
Franzblau in a tuberculosis 
case-finding project at Clinica 
de San Vicente in Zacapu, Mex­ 
ico. He returned to volunteer 
for two summers and later six 
months in 1969.

“ Get thin quick.” 
“ Flush out excess fat,” 
“ Lose unsightly inches over­ 
night.” 
Promises like these are wide­ 
ly advertised by today’s “diet 
doctors” and promoters of the 
cult of effortless weight loss. 
Geared to “ instant action” — a 
promise of “ something for noth­ 
ing ’ — these crash cures re­ 
lieve a person of the responsi­ 
bility to think and to make 
realistic choices. Also, little 
personal and sustained effort is 
required to achieve promised 
success so one may avoid the 
self discipline and occasional 
frustration that accompany a 
sensible weight reduction pro­ 
gram. 
But are these weight loss 
schemes safe? Are they really 
a substitute for exercise and 
proper diet? Are these schemes 
effective and for how long? 
Let’s take a look at one of the 
current “diet quickies” to see 
just how they operate. 
THE HIGH PROTEIN DIET 
—- The aim of this popular diet, 
also known as the Quick Weight 
Loss Diet, is to produce a nutri­ 
tional imbalance by using high 
protein foods, but with little 
carbohydrate. The dieter is told 
to “eat all the protein foods you 
want” but to eliminate breads 
and cereals as well as most 
fruits and vegetables. Populari­ 
ty of this diet is assured — no 
calories to count — no portion 
sizes to gauge — no choices to 
make. 


How then, you may, ask does 
the dieter lose weight? 
The all-protein eating suppos­ 
edly allows your system to 
“ burn up about 275 more calor­ 
ies each day” than a diet con­ 
taining a variety of foods. The 
idea behind this concept came 
from studies performed some 
50 years ago in which scientists 
demonstrated that when “pure 
protein” was fed to animals, 
extra calories were required to 
metabolize or “ burn” it. This is 
partially true with “ pure prote­ 
in” , but protein foods also con­ 
tain either carbohydrate or fat, 
and usually very generous 
quantities of the latter, also 
mostly saturated fats which are 
not so good for those concerned 
with the level of cholesterol in 
their blood. 


Another drawback to the high 
protein diet is the potential 
hazard it may present to per­ 
sons with disturbances in kid­ 
ney or liver function or with 
diabetes. Many people may be 
unaware that they have these 
conditions in their early phases. 
As previously mentioned, high- 
protein diets are rich in satu­ 
rated fat. usually also in choles­ 
terol and thus they will be 
hazardous to those with a pre­ 


disposition to coronary heart 
disease. 
CONTRARY TO popular be­ 
lief, excess protein is stored as 
body 
fat. 
Proteins 
in 
the 
process of digestion are broken 
down to amino acids which if 
not needed to form new body 
protein are used for energy or 
to form excess body fat. So 
unless total calories are re­ 
duced (including those from 
protein foods) or more calories 
are burned, due to increased 
physical activity, loss of fat and 
hence of body weight will not 
take place. 
Diet frauds are nearly as 
prevalent as diet fads. “ Magic 
pills,” “ inflatable clothing” and 
“effortless exercises” 
all of 
them advertised as the quick 
and easy substitute for sensible 
weight reduction. 


DIET PILLS — Diuretics and 
amphetamines account for the 
major types of “diet pills.” The 
former accomplish only a loss 
in water, not fat, and while the 
latter may curb the appetite 
temporarily, the body builds up 
a resistance and higher doses 
are soon required for the same 
effect. Both diuretics and am ­ 
phetamines may have serious 
side effects, particularly when 
combined with other drugs as 
they are in the so-called “ rain­ 
bow” diet pills.

works Sunday night before a 
capacity audience at the col­ 
lege’s Fine Arts Theater. 


Pianist Carole Castro Mauia 
Provided tin* most exciting per­ 
formance of lhe evening with 
the Shostakovich Piano Concer­ 
to No. 2. The concerto is not 
very interesting by itself. Its 
meandering octave passages, 
drab orchestral accompani­ 
ment, and “Autumn Leaves”» 
like super-romantic slow move­ 
ment were actually elevated 
beyond their worth by virtue of 
Miss Mania’s vigorous perform­ 
ance. 


In the two allegro move­ 
ments, she played with extreme 
clarity and sharp rhythmic 
drive. In the slow movement 
she liquefied the natural per­ 
missiveness of the instrument. 
She received a well deserved 
standing ovation for an electri­ 
fying performance. 
The highlight for the orches­ 
tra was Grieg’s three selections 
from “Sigurd Jorsalfar.” This 
unashamedly romantic work 
was rich in expressive playing. 
The strin g s really cam e 
through with a deep rich sound 
and widely varied dynamics. 
The instrumental solos by cell­ 
ist Jan Gauder and horn player 
Kevin Omi were especially ex­ 
quisite. 
Weber’s “ Oberon Overture” 
followed by Mozart’s “Haffner 
Symphony’’ occupied the more 


part of the pro­ 
gram It was immediately ob 
Vious that this orchestra had 
extended considerable effort in 
the preparation of this concert. 
Both of these works are ex­ 
tremely difficult, especially for 
the strings. Though intonation 
problems were minimal and 
some very nice rhythmic sub­ 
tleties came through, the per­ 
formance suffered a Jack of 
spontaneity and vigor. 
This was most pronounced in 
the Mozart. The lack of varia­ 
tion in dynamics coupled with a 
rather heavy texture resulted in 
a forced performance. 
Conductor Myers chose to de­ 
part from tradition by utilizing 
the whole string section rather 
than cutting it down to the 
customary chosen few. 
At the expense of a more 
transparent texture and more 
precise intonation, he provided 
every string player with the 
opportunity to face the de­ 
mands of Mozart.

Despite Hub Official's Plea

SANTA ROSA - The Sonoma 
County Board of Supervisors 
were ready today to consider 
protesting a state ruling that 
will force the county to remain 
in the San Francisco Bay Re­ 
gion for planning m atters. 


The California Council on In­ 
te rg o v e rn m e n ta l R e la tio n s 
ruled Friday that the county 
cannot join the proposed Alli­ 
ance of North Coast Counties 
and m ust remain affiliated with 
bay region counties for purpos­ 
es of receiving state and feder­ 
al grants. 
The supervisors were sched­ 
uled to consider filing a protest 
today claiming that the 6-3 vote 
by the 18-member council was 
illegal because a quorum was 
not present. The council advises 
the governor’s office on region­ 
al grouping throughout the 
state. 
The Sonoma Board, led by 
Robert Theiller, had sought to 
align itself with Del N orte, 
Humboldt, Mendocino and Lake 
counties. Staff advisers to the 
council recommended that So­ 
noma stay in the bay region 
because it has more in common 
there than with the predomi­ 
nantly rural counties to the 
north.

Expert On 
Goals Gives 
Marin Talk 


At a dinner meeting attended 
by about 65 Marin school offi­ 
cials last night, an expert on 
goals outlined the history of 
legislation on goals and of the 
failure to transfer goals into 
programs.

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14 REAGAN VETOES 
Birth Control 


Bill Rejected 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - For 
the second consecutive year, 
Gov. Ronald Reagan has vetoed 
legislation permitting doctors to 
prescribe birth control devices 
for teen-aged girls without par­ 
ental consent. 
Reagan made the announce­ 
ment Monday when he also 
reported vetoing 14 other meas­ 
ures including pay raises for 
state workers, highway patrol­ 
men and forest firefighters. 
The governor axed the meas­ 
ure by Sen. George Msocne, D- 
San Francisco, calling for a 
$26.8 million—5 per cent—pay 
hike for civil servants. The 
measure said the legislature 
would have to raise taxes to 
provide the money. 
In his veto message, Reagan 
said the $501 million tax bill 
enacted by lawmakers this 
month did not include the funds 
for the pay raise. He said it 
would be a “ cruel hoax” on the 
employes to sign a bill when no 
money is available. 
He said there was “ no ques­ 
tion that state employes war­ 
rant a cost-of-living increase,” 
and reported he would include 
funds in next year’s budget for 
salary increases. He did not say 
how much. 
The governor also vetoed a 
$5.4 million bill by Moscone, a 
potential contender for gover­ 
nor in 1974, which proposed a 6 
per cent pay raise for highway 
patrolmen. 
“ Under the circumstances I 
cannot single out these em­ 
ployes for a salary increase 
when our fiscal resources do 
not permit salary’ increases for 
the many equally deserving 
employes we have in other oc­ 
cupations,” Reagan said in his 
veto message. 
He cited similar reasons for 
vetoing a $1.8 million bill by 
Sen. Donald Grunsky, R-Wat­ 
sonville. which proposed a 6 per 
cent pay raise for firefighters 
of the state Division of Forest- 


ry 
The bill, Reagan noted, con­ 
tained a provision activating 
the increase only if tax reve­ 
nues provided sufficient funds. 
Reagan said such funds were 
not forthcoming and that it 
would be “ inequitable” to grant 
a firefighters’ increase and not 
increase the salaries of other 
state employes, too. 
He vetoed a controversial bill 
by Sen. Anthony Beilenson, D- 
Beverly Hills, which would 
have permitted minors under 18 
to secure without their par­ 
ents' consent — contraceptives 
and birth control pills. He ve­ 
toed a similar bill last year on 
ground it might lead to sterili­ 
zation of teen-agers without 
their parents’ knowledge. 
Reagan said approval of the 
Beilenson measure “ would re­ 
move parental consent for care 
related to the prevention of 
pregnancy for all those under 
age 18—a group that includes 
thousands of persons who are 
still children in every sense.” 
He said removal of a parent’s 
consent and guidance “ can only 
result in further deterioration 
of the family unit to the detri­ 
ment of the child and society in 
general.” 
A second Beilenson bill, di­ 
recting the state to establish 
maximum permissible stan­ 
dards for noise caused by ma­ 
chinery’. equipment and appli­ 
ances, also was rejected. 
He said it would force Califor­ 
nia manufacturers to comply 
with a “ multitude” of stan­ 
dards which would result in 
eventual increased costs to the 
consumer and could cause 
more unemployment in the 
state. 
“ Placing special require­ 
ments on products sold in Cali­ 
fornia but produced in other 
states could result in the crea­ 
tion of trade barriers for Cali­ 
fornia-manufactured products,” 
he said.

Some Highlights 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Here 
are highlights of the reappor- 
tionrnent plans passed by the 
legislature.

CONGRESS 
California gains five new con­ 
gressional seats because of its 
population growth the past dec­ 
ade. The seats will increase the 
state’s congressional delegation 
from 38 to 43. 
The new reapportionment 
plan, its sponsors say, permits 
each major party to win two 
new seats apiece, with the fifth 
up for grabs. 
The toss-up district includes 
western Kern County, Kings 
County and small portions of 
San Luis Obispo and Santa Bar­ 
bara counties. 
The district will have about a 
54 per cent Democratic voter 
registration edge, but the area 
has voted Republican in past 
elections. 
Maverick GOP Rep. Paul N. 
McCloskey of San Mateo must 
choose between his current 
area, revised to become heavily 
Democratic, or more into a 
new, unfamiliar but Republican 
district including Santa Clara, 
Santa Cruz counties and a 
small section of San Mateo 
County. 
The third new district is 
carved in central Los Angeles 
with a heavy Democratic voter 
registration and a 49 per cent 
black constituency. 
Torrance, which had been 
divided by an earlier proposal, 
will be included in the district 
of Democratic Rep. Charles 
Wilson. Palos Verdes will re­ 
main in the district of Republi­ 
can Rep. Alphonzo Bell. 
The fourth new district will 
be created in San Bernardino, 
Riverside and Los Angeles 
counties with a predominately 
Democratic registration. 
The fifth district will include 
parts of Orange and San Diego 
Counties- including the West­ 
ern White House at San Clem­ 
ente 
and have a firmly estab­ 
lished 53 per cent Republican 
registration edge. 


SENATE 
Designed to maintain, accord­ 
ing to sponsors, the current 21- 
19 Democratic majority at least 
through 1974, when Democrats 
Could pick up another seat. 
A predominately Mexican- 
Arnerican district in East Los 
Angeles would be created with 
a 63.1 per cent Democratic reg­ 
istration edge. The district was 
carved from areas of incum- 


come up 
bents and would not 
for election until 1974. 
Republican Sens. Milton 
Marks of San Francisco and 
Peter Bhhr of San Rafael will 
be thrown together and must 
challenge each other for politi­ 
cal survival. Northern Califor­ 
nia had to surrender a seat to 
the south, where population 
grew faster. 
Sen. Howard Way, R-Exeter, 
was given the most expansive 
and rearranged district under 
the Senate's reapportionment- 
plan. Way will represent such 
diverse areas stretching from 
Bridgeport in northern Mono 
County to Pismo Beach ic San 
Luis Obispo county and Needles 
in the Mojave to Carmel along 
the scenic coast. 
Sen. Robert Stevens, R-Los 
Angeles, will have a district 
extending more than 40 miles 
up the coast beginning at Palos 
Verdes and extending north to 
Simi Valley and Camarillo in 
Ventura county. Segments are 
merely a block wide. 


THE ASSEMBLY 
Designed to increase the 
Democratic majority from the 
current 42-37 to 44-36 after next 
year’s election. There currently 
is one vacancy in what is con­ 
sidered a safe Republican dis­ 
trict in San Diego. 
One Democrat and two Re­ 
publicans would be eliminated 
under the plan. 
The district of Assemblyman 
John F. Foran, D-San Francis­ 
co, shifts southward to provide 
another Democratic seat in 
faster growing Santa Clara 
county. 
The districts of Assemblymen 
Charles Conrad, R-Sherman 
Oaks, and Floyd Wakefield. R- 
South Gate, are wiped out. Con­ 
rad is thrown into the district of 
Democratic Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti of Van Nuys. 
Wakefield is placed in the heav­ 
ily Democratic district of As­ 
semblyman David Pierson, D- 
Inglewood. 
A new district will be created 
in West Los Angeles and have a 
heavy Democratic voter regis­ 
tration. 
The district of Assembly 
Democratic caucus chairman 
Ken Cory of Garden Grove has 
been drawn to wind through 
Orange County and resembles 
an unsolved jigsaw puzzle. 
The district of Assemblyman 
William Ketchum, R Paso Ro­ 
bles, is redesigned to dip 
through San Luis Obispo county 
and into portions of Santa Bar­ 
bara and Kern Counties to the 
Ventura County area of Simi. 
Republican assemblymen Er­ 
nest Mobley of Sanger and Ken 
Maddy of Fresno will be thrown 
together and must contest each 
other in a win-or-be-eliminated 
GOP primary. 


HOW TO KEEP WELL

Most Scalp Hair Seldom Grows 
For Longer Than Six Years 


Hair grows in cycles. Approximately 10 per 
cent of all hairs are in a resting (telogen) 
phase that lasts from two to three months. 
The hair becomes lighter in color and may 
fall out, but the root remains dormant. In 
contrast, the growth phase lasts much longer. 
Most hairs on the scalp seldom grow for 
more than six years. An exception is the 
woman with hair extending down to the waist. 
Considering that hair grows at a rate of three- 
hundredths inch per day, this must represent 
at least 15 years of growth. 


IT IS well-known that hair 
growth is impaired under condi­ 
tions of ill health and general­ 
ized disease. Some individuals 
also have scalp hair with a 
short life cycle producing a 
greater turnover of hair. 
There are 100,000 hairs on the 
average scalp. And — some 
truth to the statement that 
when the leaves begin to fall in 
October, so does the hair. The 
normal person sheds an aver­ 
age of 100 hairs a day — less in 
the summer than in the winter. 
Telogen hairs are easily iden­ 
tified. When pulled out, the root 
end is small and club shaped. 
The shaft is thinner and lighter 
because pigment does not ex­ 
tend into the root area. In 
contrast, the bulb of a growing 
»anagen) hair is surrounded by 
an extensive translucent sheath 
(unless broken off when 
plucked) that is fully pigment­ 
ed. 


THE HAIR is dead from 
scalp to tip. But as a tulip, it 
grows from a bulb or root that 
gets its nourishment from un­ 
derlying blood vessels. It grows 
best where the “ soil” (scalp) is 
healthy. 
Pulling out a hair usually 
changes the groulh cycle. If a

and another hair begins to 
grow. But when the brow is 
shaved, the follicles go into the 
resting stage for two to three 
months. On the other hand, 
shaving the scalp or beard does 
not affect the growth cycle and 
regrowth begins shortly there­ 
after. But plucking the scalp or 
beard may throw the follicles 
into a 90 day resting cycle.

Fire Victims Put It Back Together 


By JEFF GREER 
Still numb from the shock of 
a raging predawn fire that rout­ 
ed them from their beds today, 
nearly 40 families living in the 
Park Towers apartments began 
trying to piece their lives back* 
together today. (See story, page 
1) 
Red Cross officials reported 
they were trying to reach the 
burned-out tenants at midmorn­ 
ing, but many of them had gone 
to work or to stay with friends. 
William L. Braden, social 
service director for the Marin 
Chapter of Red Cross, ex­ 
plained that residents who were 
made homeless by the blaze 
should report to his office in 
San Rafael to make arrange­ 


ments for housing, clothing and 
food. **The help will be grants, 
not loans,” he said. 
Braden said at least the two 
lower floors of the four-story 
structure on Professional Cen­ 
ter Parkway probably would be 
livable, after utilities were re­ 
stored, “but I don’t know how 
long that will take.” 
Most tenants agreed with 
Mrs. Christopher Cupples, who 
lived with her husband and two 
cats in Apartment 312, one floor 
below the blaze. “I can’t be­ 
lieve how lucky we were,” to 
survive, 
she 
said 
as 
she 
clutched a wide-eyed cat in her 
arms. 
Joyce Coniglio, in whose 
apartment the blaze started, 


sobbed as firemen led her back 
into the rooms more than three 
hours after she fled for her life. 
“ Oh, my God,” she said, look­ 
ing in bew ilderm ent a t the 
apartm ent. Its roof was gaping 
open to the gray sky, every­ 
thing within was ashes. 
Firem en had to lead her by 
the hand to show her where the 
various rooms had been, then 
helped her search the wet ashes 
below the bathroom cabinet 
where her jewelry had been. 
She found and slipped onto 
her finger a blackened, distort­ 
ed ring, then picked her way 
out through the hall strewn with 
fire hoses, inches deep in water 
and muck. Friends took her 
away in a car.

cent building. They sipped coffee 
while anxiously waiting to return 
to their apartments to assess 
damage. 


One second floor resident, 
anxiously waiting outside, first 
asked the time, and then in a 
worried voice explained “ I’ve 
got to drive to work, but I can’t 
because my contact lenses are 
still inside. I w onder when 
they'll let me back in. Don’t put 
my name in the paper; I just 
got divorced and I don’t want 
her to know where I live.” 
Mrs. Hannah Hughes of Apt. 
211 and her two daughters sat 
in the Northgate Convalescent 
Home next door, where the fire 
refugees were given warmth 
and coffee while firemen fought 
the blaze. 
“ Did you ever hear an alarm 
like that one?” Mrs. Hughes 
asked. “ It was horrible; I al­ 
most had a heart attack” when 
the building’s fire warning sys­ 
tem was triggered. 
She said she was waiting for 
friends to arrive to take her 
family to a nearby home. 
“ It’s the third fire we’ve been 
through,” Mrs. Hughes said. 
The family had escaped safely 
from a fire in an apartm ent 
building on Nova Albion Way 
last year, then another small 
blaze in the Park Towers in 
Mid-October. Her daughters sat 
nervously in the rest home’s 
lobby, petting a neighbor’s dog 
that had been rescued from the 
fire. They were in nightclothes 
and stocking feet. 
“ Are they letting anyone 
back in?” one asked. “ We need 
our shoes.” 
“ I’m worried about my li­ 
brary books. I had a whole pile 
of them to take back,” the 
other girl said. 
After firemen let the resi­ 
dents reenter the building, it

Explosion 


PARIS fUPI) — An explosion 
so violent it blew residents and 
d e c o ra te d C h ristm a s tre e s 
through the windows, blasted a 
13-story apartment building in 
the northwestern suburb of Ar- 
genteuil today. 
Two hours after the blast 
officials said the provisional toll 
was 18 persons killed and 106 
injured, many of them serious­ 
ly- 
Police said pending an offi­ 
cial investigation it appeared 
the explosion originated from a 
fire in the gas-fired central 
heating installation of the build­ 
ing in the midst of a densely- 
populated 
low-cost housing 
project. 
The blast shattered windows 
in surrounding apartment build­ 
ings for several hundred yards. 
The frame of the building held, 
however, while the blast roared 
upward apparently demolishing 
interior walls and floors. 
Firemen said they took at 
least 100 injured victims to the 
Argenteuil Hospital while oth­ 
ers were taken to other civil 
and military hospitals in the 
region.

became a dark, steam ing eerie 
hive. People were shuffling in 
the dark — the only light was 
through sm oke-darkened out­ 
side windows, and the hallways 
were ink-black. 
Below the fourth floor, water 
was dripping through ceilings 
and running down hallways. Oc­ 
cupants fumbled in the dark to» 
dress in street clothes and save 
Christmas presents and other 
belongings.

“Isn’t this a helluva way to 
spend Christm as?” commented 
the man who needed his contact 
lenses. 
“ Yeah, if they don’t let me 
stay there, I haven’t got any 
place else to go,” agreed anoth­ 
er young man. 
None of the apartm ent dwell­ 
ers who lingered at the fire 
scene had any firm plans for 
the im m ediate future. Most 
said they were simply waiting 
to see how much damage their 
apartm ents suffered before de­ 
ciding what to do. 
San Rafael Fire Chief Robert 
E. Marcucei said he did not 
know how long it would be 
before tenants could reoccupy 
their apartm ents. Relief fire 
crews were busy mopping up 
water on the lower floors. The 
top floor was uninhabitable, the 
chief said. 
Early in the battle against 
the fire, all electricity and gas 
were turned off; firemen hunt­ 
ed to find valves to shut off 
stream s of hot water pouring 
from broken pipes in the Conig­ 
lio apartm ent. 
Shortly before 8:30 a.m., Pa­ 
cific Gas and E lectric Co. 
crews restored electricity to the 
building's ground floor. 
A Christmas tree in the lobby 
suddenly lighted up. 
“ M erry C h ristm as,” m ur­ 
mured a fireman standing out­ 
side.

“ George Allen (Washington head coach) has a 
way of winning ball games, he’s got a winning 
attitude,” Edwards told members of the Marin 
Chapter, 49er Goal Rushers Club yesterday at 
Terra Linda’s Holiday Inn. “ There is a 100 per cent 
improvement in that team now,” he said referring 
to the spark inserted by Allen since going from the 
Los Angeles Rams to the Redskins.”

EDWARDS IS in his third year with the 49ers 
after playing two years of college ball at University 
of Wichita and then two years in the Canadian 
League with the Edmonton Elskimos in Alberta.

Market 
Setback 
'Normal' 


N EW YORK (U PI)—Profit 
taking shot down the high flying 
glamor group on the New York 
Stock Exchange today, and on 
balance the market was slightly 
lower in active trading.

Marin's 11-Year 
Hiring Outlined 


Business service organiza­ 
tions showed highest percen­ 
tage gains in the number of 
employees hired during the 11- 
year period from 1959 to 1970, 
according to figures recently 
released by the Marin County 
Chamber of Commerce and Vis­ 
itors Bureau. 
In a facts report showing the 
standings of various types of 
businesses, chamber manager 
Carroll A. Snyker said he con­ 
sidered only the first quarter of 
each year for comparison pur­ 
poses, due to a lack of complete 
information available between 
1959 and 1962, which handi­ 
capped comparisons wilh the 
population census. 
Business service organiza­ 
tions increased the total num­ 
ber of employees in 1959 from 


217 to 982 in 1970, a gain of 352.5 
per cent. The category includes 
a variety of operations, which 
Snyker said usually follow a 
growth in other businesses. 
Second on the list of percen­ 
tage increases was shown by 
medical health services, in­ 
creasing total employees of 705 
in 1959 to 2,417 in 1971. Other 
high gainers were motels and 
tourist courts, increasing em­ 
ployees by 207.6 per cent; retail 
drugs, increasing 190.3 per 
cent: and general merchandise, 
up 151.3 per cent. The number 
of employees in mining dropped 
36.3 per cent and in food manu­ 
facturing 29.4 per cent. Those 
employed in contract construc­ 
tion were down 7.6 per cent. 
Average employees’ compen­ 
sation was highest with drugs 


and chemicals workers in 1970 
at $2.242 for the quarter. Con­ 
struction materials workers av­ 
eraged $2,228 for the quarter, in 
second place. Communications 
workers averaged $2,215, truck­ 
ing and warehousing employees 
$2.199 and grocery employees 
$2.196.

A Look At New 
State Tax Program 


The brand on C alifornia’s 
new state tax system, enacted 
by the Legislature at its special 
session, is the brand of Marin- 
Sonoma Assemblyman William 
T. Bagley. 
And the system 
deserves a thorough look. 
Most of it was contained in 
revenue bills that Bagley intro­ 
duced last year and again this 
year. Partisan politicking was 
largely to blame for the long 
inaction. When the Legislature 
adjourned its 1971 session with­ 
out acting on taxes. Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan called it back. The 
first bill before it was Bagley’s 
measure. This time it passed, 
quickly. 
It is labeled ‘‘tax reform,” 
and it is — to an extent. It also 
was heralded as offering “tax 
relief,” and it does - to a 
smaller extent. 
THE “REFORMS“ are these: 
Withholding — Starting Jan. 
1, Californians’ state income 
tax will be withheld, after the 
manner of the federal tax. 
State withholding won’t bite too 
deeply, at first. Whether it does 
later will depend largely on 
how closely we watch our legis­ 
lators, and what kind we elect 
to office. 
Minimum income tax — Citi­ 
zens whose earnings otherwise 
are exempt from state income 
tax will have to pay a 2lA per 
cent levy as a minimum tax. 
(This will make sure that Gov­ 
ernor Reagan himself does not 
escape again.) 
“Soak the rich” — An 11 per 
cent tax bracket is added for

those making $31,000 per year 
or more. 
Bank and corporation tax will 
be increased by .6 of one per 
cent. 
Oil and gas depletion 
allowance will be decreased 
from 27.5 to 22 per cent, match­ 
ing the federal allowance. 
There also are changes in capi­ 
tal gains and inheritance tax 
structures, the latter also to 
match the federal system. 


THE “RELIEF” is included 
in these: 
The 20 per cent “forgive­ 
ness” — Because we will al­ 
ready by paying out 1972 state 
income tax (through withhold­ 
ing), we will deduct 20 per cent 
from the total of our 1971 tax 
when filing our return in April. 
Senior citizens’ property tax 
assistance will be expanded to 
allow greater deductions, and 
may apply at age 62 instead of 
age 65. 
The package will bring faster 
flow of money into state coffers 
and make possible a balanced 
state budget. 


IT SHOULD be borne in 
mind, however, that this latter 
applies only to the current fis­ 
cal year. Unless the state takes 
a more realistic look at its 
spending in 1972, the budget for 
the following year will require 
another tax increase. 
Unfortunately for us, such an 
increase will be easier for the 
legislators to assess by reason 
of the withholding feature: a 
lot of little bites don’t hurt as 
much at first as one big bite.

Taxpayer Gets Plucked 


To Feather These Nests 


SACRAMENTO - Today a quick les­ 
son in political science — the science of 
“How To Feather a Nest.” 
If you’re a taxpayer, you should be 
interested. You supply about 80 per cent 
of the feathers. 
California’s legislative retirem ent sys­ 
tem is the most generous in the nation. 
Your friendly corner legislator has seen 
to that. 


Under the system, a legislator may 
retire at 60, or after 20 years in office, 
and receive two-thirds of his legislative 
salary — about $12,800 a year, or more. 
When he dies, his widow receives one- 
half of his pension as long as she lives. 


There are also periodic cost-of-living 
adjustments. That way he won’t have to 
worry about inflation. 


Each legislator contributes $768 a year 
as his share of the retirem ent fund. That 
is 4 per cent of his $19,200 annual salary. 
Taxpayers chunk in $5 for every $1 the 
legislators put into the fund. By contrast, 
state, civil service employes match the 
taxpayer dollar-for-dollar on their retire­ 
ment fund. 


If a legislator was a Jate-bloomer in 
politics, he may retire at 60 after only 
four years in office. His annual retire­ 
m ent benefits in that case would run 
about $3,100 a year for the rest of his life.

Or. a legislator may retire after 15 
years in office and take a slight penalty. 
If he is not yet 60, he loses 2 per cent for 
each year he is under. 
BUT WAIT. There’s more! 
It all goes back’ to 1965 and the State 
Supreme Court’s one-man, one-vote de­ 
cree. That brought on a hasty mid­ 
decade reapportionment and sudden po­ 
litical death for 30 incumbents. In a 
generous farewell, the legislature handed 
out early retirem ent benefits to the 
victims who otherwise would have been 
left with their pensions dangling until 
they reached 60. 
The good-bye gift: any incumbent with 
four years in office, regardless of age, 
became immediately eligible for retire­ 
ment benefits if his days at the capitol 
were ended, or even threatened, by 
reapportionment. If he were defeated in 
his new district, or if his old district were 
abolished, or if he just quit, he could 
retire, and receive an early retirem ent 
bonus. 
The bonus works like this. Suppose a 
42-year-old assemblyman with 10 years in 
office quits the legislature because of 
reapportionment. His pension starts im ­ 
mediately at $7,700 a year. During the 
next 18 years, until he reaches 60, his 
early retirem ent bonus will total $138,700. 
From age 60 on, his retirem ent benefits 
continue. If he lives to reach 70, those 
will total another $77,000 — plus cost of 
living adjustments. 
THERE WAS AN ATTEMPT — to 
reform all that in 1969 but incumbents 
were protected by a grandfather clause. 
Which means that any legislator affected 
by the 1972 reapportionment can still get 
in on the act and enjoy those early 
retirem ent benefits. 
There’s a snag, though. A legislator 
must exercise his retirem ent option in 
1972, or forfeit his early retirem ent bo­ 
nus. 
Assemblyman Frank Lanterman, K-La 
Canada, a veteran of 22 years in office, 
wants to remove the snag. His AB 2329 
would give legislators a perm anent vest­ 
ed interest in the early retirem ent option. 
Assemblyman William T. Bagley, R- 
San Rafael, was chief huckster for the 
bill. He argued that many legislators 
might retire in 1972 if they had to choose 
between staying in office or taking the 
im mediate retirem ent bonus option. Bag­ 
ley predicted a huge brain drain. 
That line doesn’t do much for me. 
Mr. Lanterm an’s bill is on the gover­ 
nor’s desk. If should be vetoed.

Bon Air Proposal

permitted. Sewer facilities, according to 
Larkspur’s staff, are adequate to take 
care of the project.. . 


The im pact of the additional cars on 
the surrounding streets has been, in my 
opinion, exaggerated. This development 
is very suitably situated for traffic circu­ 
lation, as it has two avenues of easy 
access to Sir Francis Drake Boulevard 
and one to South Eliseo Drive. This 
should tend to distribute the traffic load 
and ease the burden on any individual 
street. 


In summary, I voted in favor of the 
Larwin proposal because I felt that the 
environmental impact would be minimal. 
Aesthetically, the project is far superior 
to the exixiting developments in Bon Air. 
The developer voluntarily reduced the 
population density of his project below 
th at existing anyw here else in Bon 
A ir.. .

Newspaper Exemption Unjustified

The United States Senate has voted 50- 
36 to exempt newspapers, radio, m aga­ 
zines and other information media from 
wage and price controls. 
The ascribed reason given by Sen. Alan 
Cranston of California, sponsor of the 
bill, is that present controls wouid hand 
the government “economic life-or-death 
power over every publishing and broad­ 
casting operation in the country.” He 
cites as a precedent that no such controls 
were applied to the media during World 
War II and the Korean War. 
Sen. Sam. J. Ervin Jr. of North Caroli­ 
na. in favoring the exemption, views

controls as presenting a threat to free­ 
dom of the press under the Constitution. 


For my part, I see no such threat in the 
present system of controls, nor do I think 
it is in the national interest to grant 
special exemptions to a press which has 
been calling for sacrifices from every 
other segment of our society. 


Senator Cranston’s bill is bad legisla­ 
tion. If a similar measure is approved by 
the House, it should be vetoed by the 
President.

JERUSALEM - As the days pass 
toward the end of this turbulent year, the 
risk of war in the Middle East increases. 
With the Egyptian forces on a full alert. 
Israeli intelligence, which is very good 
indeed, puts the chances at 60-40 for a 
renewal of fighting that might not he all- 
out war but the kind of sporadic fire that 
marked the war of attrition. 
The loud, angry noises from Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat sound as though 
a fourth conflict between Arab and Isra­ 
eli is inevitable, He had promised that 
1971 would be the year of decision. Out of 
Cairo via the grapevine comes the follow­ 
ing: 
WHAT ALTERNATIVE does Sadat now 
have? He must see to it that a law is 
passed extending 1971 for at least six 
months. 
For Israel the alternative is what it 
was in 1948, 1956 and 1967. That is. 
readiness to fight to defend the lands 
where more than 2,500,000 Jews have 
been gathered in from all over the world. 
No one doubts that Israel would be 
victorious again, even though, if it be­ 
came all-out war, at a much greater cost. 
The new threat comes at a time when 
domestic troubles pile up. Rising costs, 
inflation, the housing shortage, the heavy 
burden of taxation, the agitation of the 
Oriental Jews who in the farthest ex­ 
trem e call themselves Black Panthers — 
all these create tensions in what is 
theoretically peacetime in Israel. 
Whether Sadat and his generals are 
adding all this up to a conviction that 
Israel is weak and. therefore, it is time to 
strike weighs heavily in the balance 
between w ar and peace. That would be a 
grave mistake, for the history of the past 
25 years show that the Israelis have a 
rem arkable capacity for uniting in the 
face of an external threat. 
That is as true today as in the past, 
and the question is one of credibility in 
the mind of President Sadat. He must 
weigh the accounts of internal difficul­ 
ties, probably exaggerated in the telling, 
and at the same time equate this with the 
consequences of the India-Pakistan war.

In a first assessment of the consequ­ 
ences of the Indian war against Pakistan 
and the Iatter’s partial dismemberment, 
diplomatic sources here pointed out that 
the full im pact will become known only 
after some time has elapsed. 


The Kremlin has not moved into the 
area overnight, but to all appearances 
has laid the foundations for its political 
victory. 
Five years ago Moscow acted as the 
peacem aker in the Indo-Pakistan conflict 
and em erged with enhanced prestige.
